Co mp licated legal wrangling 
o v er the ind ictment against An 
gela Dav is d ro ned o n in Marin 
Su p erio r Co u rt y esterd ay . 
The d ry technical argu ments 
finished o u t Miss Dav is’s mo st 
ev entfu l week in co u rt d u ring 
the sev en mo nths she has sp ent 
thu s far in Marin Co u nty Jail. 
She stand s charged in a Ma­ 
rin Co u nty Grand Ju ry ind ict­ 
ment with kid nap , mu rd er and 
co nsp iracy in co nnectio n with 
the Au g. 7, 19 70, “ insu rrectio n” 
in which Ju d ge Haro ld J. Haley 
and three o ther p erso ns were 
sho t to d eath. 


Ho ward Mo o re Jr., Miss Da­ 
v is’s chief co u nsel, and Albert 
W. Harris, the chief p ro secu to r, 
sp arred in legal termino lo gy 
y esterd ay o v er Mo o re’s claims 
that at least the first two 
charges sho u ld be d ismissed , if 
no t all co u nts against her. 
Mo o re argu ed , amo ng o ther 
things, that Miss Dav is might 
be p laced in u nco nstitu tio nal 
d o u ble jeo p ard y if a ju ry were 


u nable to agree o n any o ne 
sp ecific charge and the case 
were retried . 
Harris rep lied to the d efense 
atto rney fro m Atlanta that Cali­ 
fo rnia’s p enal co d e mad e the 
fram ing o f ind ictments and 
p lead ings to charges mu ch less 
tricky than in o ther states. Har­ 
ris d enied Mo o re’s claims o f 
“d u p licity ” in the three co u nts. 
Ju d ge Richard E. Arnaso n 
said he wo u ld ru le later o n the 
argu ments. He o rd ered Miss 
Dav is to retu rn to co u rt at 9 :15 
a.m. Tu esd ay fo r fu rther hear­ 
ings.

dere pay $65.984 to Tiburon for 
a protection contract, reducing 
Tiburon's share to $262.807. or 
$31.844 less than the cost of 
establishing its own depart­ 
ment. 
Such new service, however, is 
absolutely necessary in both ci­ 
ties. Kreins says. To support 
his argument, he cites the fol­ 
lowing inadequacies: 
Belvedere — “ There is no 
direct contract with Tiburon by 
radio ... no one in the office at 
night ... no training, schooling, 
attendance at meetings ... the 
city will serve only as a train­ 
ing ground for other depart­ 
ments." 
Tiburo n — “ Very little equip­ 
ment ... a ll 
(ra dio ) ca lls 
must be ro uted thro ug h the 
sheriff’s depa rtment . . . o nly 
o ne ma n o n duty between 2 
and 8 a .m.” He a lso cites a 
g enera l 
la ck 
o f 
perso nnel 
(sev en) fo r a city the size o f 
Tiburo n. 


Belvedere. Kreins says, has 
“ no serious followup or investi­ 
gation b e c a u s e of a lack of 
manpower. If all a department 
can do is take reports, then the 
city should employ high school 
girls who can type, let them 
take reports and save the mon­ 
ey they spend on a policeman.’’ 
In all. Belvedere “ is fortun­ 
ate to have the level of service 
(it now has) and it is only be­ 
cause of the caliber of men and 
not because of the number of 
men or the equipment avail­ 
able.” Kreins says. 
Although one of Tiburon's 
pledges to the residents 
of 
Strawberry and Bel Aire, cur­ 
rently undergoing annexation 
proceedings by Tiburon. is the 
establishment of a police sub­ 
station in Strawberry, Kreins 
criticizes the idea. 
“ I wo uld stro ng ly urg e tha t 
there o nly be o ne po lice fa cili­ 
ty in the (Tiburo n) peninsula 
a rea ,” the repo rt sa y s. “ To 
decentra lize the depa rtment 
a nd sprea d o ut the phy sica l 
fa cility wo uld be a tremen­ 
do us w a s t e o f mo ney a nd 
ma npo wer.” 
Kreins suggests housing the 
inew police haadquarters either 
cdownstairs in the present city 
lhall (now used for city council 
imeetings) or next door in a new 
Ibuilding being constructed. 
The study suggests giving 
lBelvedere s present police offi­ 
cers first consideration for posi­ 
tions in the new department. 
iBelvedere Police Chief John W. 
.Jaeger should be allowed to 
compete for chief in Tiburon, 
iKreins recommends, but re­ 
cruitment 
for 
the 
position 
fshould be statewide and the 
best possible man should be 
ipicked. 
If Jaeger is not selected, 
Kreins recommends, he should 
be given “ serious considera­ 
tion” for second in command. 
If his suggestions are fol­ 
lowed. the report says. “ I know 
that the citizens of Belvedere 
and Tiburon will be extremely 
pleased with the improved effi- 
c i e n c y of the police depart­ 
ment. The crime rate will drop, 
crimes cleared will go up. re­ 
sponse time will improve, serv­ 
ice in all areas will be better 
and there will be greater recog­ 
nition by departmental person­ 
nel as to the n e e d s of the 
community." 
Kreins raises the possibility 
that such a department may be 
eligible for federal assistance 
and suggests looking into avail­ 
able grants under the Omnibus 
Crime Control Bill of 1968.

The tragic but beautiful prose 
of Shakespeare sank deep with­ 
in the skin. 
As 
Macbeth intoned “ Me 
thought I heard a voice cry 
‘Sleep no more/Macbeth does 
murder sleep.1. . 
the trage­ 
dy emerged as timeless as 
ever. 
Too often Macbeth is played 
with lack of warmth and com­ 
passion, but Matthews tooled 
his Macbeth into an under­ 
standable character caught in 
the pitfalls of human nature. 
There was redemption in death 
I felt. From a victorious Scot­ 
tish general to toy puppet king, 
Matthews charted a steady 
course in characterization. 
As Lady Macbeth, Carolyn 
Dunn-Reed, wife of the compa­ 
ny’s director and too long ab­ 
sent from the Marin theatrical 
scene, was near perfect as the 
ice-water-veined wife who goad­ 
ed her husband into murder for 
a kingdom where blood flowed 
freely.

“ The potential impact on the 
society and the economy of our 
country could be terrific and 
disastrous. If this is not 
controlled in some way, and if 
we’re rot able to restrain it, 
we’re in very great trouble,” he 
said.

Pesty Marin Mosquitoes 
Up To Usual Irritation

While mosquitoes are killing 
horses in an epidemic of en­ 
cephalitis in Texas, Marin resi­ 
dents have been slapping away 
at a different kind of mosquito. 
In Texas, the culex tarsalis 
mosquito is spreading encepha­ 
litis 'sleeping sickness), a dis­ 
ease which inflames the brains 
ol animals and has reportedly 
killed 6,000 horses in Texas and 
has made hundreds of humans 
ill. 
In Marin, the tree hole mos­ 
quito has been chomping on 
residents, but has caused noth­ 
ing more serious than minor 
irritation. 
The tarsalis mosquito, carrier 
of encephalitis, does exist in 
Marin but researchers say the 
county is too cold and wet for it

according to Allan I). Telford, 
district manager for Marin 
Mosquito Abatement District. 


Telford said only two cases of 
encephalitis have been reported 
in Marin's history and jt is 
doubtful these were caused by 
mosquitoes. He added that no 
other serious illness, such as 
malaria carried by the ano­ 
pheles mosquito, is likely to be 
contracted in the county. 
However, the tree hole mos­ 
quito has proved to be a trou­ 
blesome pest this year with 
more of the species than usual, 
according to the district man­ 
ager. He said the district has 
received in the past month 435 
calls, above average. 
Due to the comparitivelv 
lengthy wet and cool spring, 
ideal conditions for mosquito 
breeding, more tree hole mos­ 
quitoes have nipped people in 
the warm evenings at home, in 
the woods, on a boat or in a 
park. 
The calls coming into the 
mosquito district are to be en­ 
couraged. Telford said, because 
the district can only spray in 
places where people have noted 
a problem'. 
Unlike the other 18 mosquito 
species in Marin, the tree hole 
mosquito cannot be controlled 
in its egg or larval stage. Since 
it breeds in rotting limbs and 
deep crevices in trees, spots 
virtually unreachable by the 
current methods of mosquito 
abatement, the tree hole mos­ 
quito becomes adult and looks 
for humans and animals to prey 
on. 
This presents a “ difficult 
problem'’ for the district, Tel­ 
ford said, because the district 
can only spray after the species 
attacks instead of preventing 


the mosquito from attacking. 
He explained that other mos­ 
quito species are controlled at 
the egg and larval stage when 
the district eliminates unnatu­ 
ral puddles, plants mosquito 
fish and sprays areas where the 
mosquitoes brood 
The district is experimenting 
with a new mister, a cold fog- 
ger, to combat the tree hole 
mosquito. The cold fogger 
breaks a phosphate insecticide, 
a short lasting spray not harm­ 
ful to larger animals like fish, 
into a fine mist which can pene­ 
trate into tree hole mosquito 
breeding grounds, Telford said. 
The results of this year’s 
experiment, carried on in Kent- 
field and Fairfax, are inconclu­ 
sive although there has been 
some drop of tree hole mosqui­ 
toes in the area, according to 
the district manager. 
Students and professors from 
the University of California at 
Berkeley are studying the tree 
hole mosquito problem in the 
county because Marin has the 
largest such problem in Califor­ 
nia. Telford said. “ We haven't 
licked the problem but we are 
working on it." he added. 


Lockheed Chief

“ It is understandable that we 
would become emotional about 
others’ threats to our jobs and 
our futures. But is not accepta­ 
ble for anyone to make threats 
of any type to our critics,” 
Haughton said. 
“ During the next week or 
two, our elected representatives 
in Congress will determine our 
fate. Their debate and their 
voting judgments must be al­ 
lowed in an atmosphere of calm 
deliberation and free opportuni­ 
ty for expressions from all 
sides. It is the only way the 
American system can continue 
to be the best and the fairest 
for all people,” Haughton add­ 
ed. 
“ in spite of our strong feel­ 
ings, I hope you will join me in 
expressing those feelings in a 
calm and considered manner 
worthy of the tradition of the 
men and women of Lockheed,” 
he concluded. 


Appellate Court Clears Air On 
Time Span For Legal Abortions 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- A 
state 
appellate 
court 
ruled 
Thursday that all abortions in 
California are legal if per­ 
formed by a physician in a 
licensed hospital during the 
first 20 weeks of pregnancy. 
In a 2-1 decision, the State 
District Cour t of Appeal found 
most sections of 
the 
state 
therapeutic abortion law uncon­ 
stitutional 
‘insofar 
as 
they 
purport to deny 
or impose 
restrictions upon a woman's 
right to terminate her pregnan­ 
cy.” 
The California law, which 
took 
effect in 
1968, 
allows 
abortions in cases of rape, 
incest 
and 
danger 
to 
the 


mother's physical or mental 
health. 
The 
State 
Department 
of 
Health reported TTiursday that 
more than 62,000 legal abortions 
were performed in California 
last year, up from 15,339 in 1969 
and 5,030 in 1968. 
The appellate court said “ a 
woman has a 
constitutional 
right to terminate a pregnancy 
subject to reasonably enacted 
legislative restrict! oas support­ 
ing legitimate state interests by 
its 'accredited' hospital provi­ 
sion.” 
But it said the therapeutic 
abortion act’s requirement of 
approval of an abortion in 
advance by a hospital commit­ 


tee was “ without reasonable 
constitutional justification.” 
The majority upheld portions 
of

law 
requiring 
legal 
abortions to be performed by a 
physician in a licensed hospital 
during the first 20 weeks of 
pregnancy.

IN THE I-J of Sept. 17, 1963, 
reporter Coleman quoted Worn­ 
um as saying the unannounced 
San Francisco meetings had 
been 
"sub-committee 
meet­ 
ings" although many of them 
were attended by a quorum of 
the council) and ‘T have no 
objections to committee meet­ 
ings in San Francisco or any­ 
where else." 
Six days later, Wornum went 
farther, saying: “ There have 
been no secret meetings to my 
knowledge since 1 have been on 
the council, except over the 
performance of personnel and 
the h i r i n g and firing of the 
same." He acknowledged, how­ 
ever, 
attending 
five 
unan­ 
nounced 
“ subcommittee*’ 
meetings 
in 
San 
Francisco 
since he was elected to the city 
council in 1960. 
The Mill Valley City Council

fore secret meetings by citizens 
attending its subsequent regu­ 
lar meetings. Atty. Gen. Stan­ 
ley Mosk held that the secret 
meetings had been illegal.

council had erred grievously in 
holding meetings outside Mill 
Valley and without public an­ 
nouncement.

SACRAMENTO — The State Board of 
Education has given the go-ahead for a 
teachers* handbook to help introduce 
moral guidelines in our public schools. 
The action is an off-shoot of work done by 
a special state commission on moral 
guidelines established in 1970. 
This is commendable. It is also tragic. 
Tragic in its implicit recognition that of 
ate moral values have been de-empha- 
sized. 
Over the years we have properly kept 
church and state separate and apart in 
our public education system. We have 
also largely succeeded in separating stu­ 
dents from moral imperatives. It may 
take some doing to overcome the effects 
of years of humanism, scientism and 
progressivism in the classroom. These 
may have expanded the system but they 
have shriveled the soul. 
More and more of our young people are 
finding this out — pretty much on their 
own. They are beginning to shake loose 
from intellectual hogwash: beginning to 
fill vacuums; beginning to find there's 
more to life than cocktails, status sym­ 
bols and technocracy. To be truly satisfy­ 
ing. life must have moral values and 
spiritual meaning. 
ONE OF TODAY'S heartening signs is 
the increasing number of young people 
who are turning to “ Jesus power.'* study­ 
ing eastern religions, or otherwise seek­ 
ing spiritual development. The fact that 
many of these young people have had to

reach this d e c i s i o n on their own. or 
through rap sessions with their peers, is 
an indictment of pre-occupied parents 
and humanistic churches. 
The tragedy is that so many children 
reach school without even a preliminary 
grounding in moral values. Parents can 
hardly demand of educators what they 
fail to provide themselves at home. If. 
somewhere along the line — in the home 
or in the church — more young people 
had been given training in moral and 
spiritual values, today's crises might 
have been precluded. 
Morality is not something to be simply 
contained in a handbook, or handled sep­ 
arate and apart from the totality of life 
or the whole of education. Unless it per­ 
meates the home it loses its attraction; 
unless it is woven through the entire 
educational thrust it loses its meaning. 
Young people are not alone in their 
search for moral values. A recent nation­ 
wide survey reported that two-thirds of 
all Americans fear this nation has lost its 
sense of values. 
A FEW WEEKS AGO Drm Billy Gra­ 
ham addressed a joint session of the 
State Legislature. It was one of the most 
important messages delivered in the eap- 
itol in many years. 
Billy Graham laid it on the line. He 
said California's — and America's — 
problems are not just economic. They're 
moral. The human spirit and the national 
ethic need repair as much as or more 
than the budget. 
"Morals are sinking with every passing 
hour. If they sink much lower democracy 
w ill not survive. Without morality Ameri­ 
can will head straight into the arms of a 
dictator.” That's what Graham said. 
He made these and other remarks be­ 
fore lawmakers who. during the 1971 
session, authored measures to legalize 
prostitution, legalize gambling, legalize 
marijuana: before a body wherein the 
majority thinks so little of morality 
and the sanctity of life that it con­ 
dones virtually unrestricted thera­ 
peutic abortions. 
Moral guidelines are fine. But too often 
they turn out to be just words and we 
need more than words. Moral leadership 
at every level — starting in the home and 
reaching all the way to the top — would 
be more to the point today.

Furor Over Pentagon Papers 
— And Other Censorship 


(John S. Knight in Detroit Free Press) 


The raging storm of controversy over 
publication of the Pentagon papers by the 
New York Times and other newspapers 
has. if nothing else, given the American 
people a new insight into the clandestine 
workings of government. 
From the outset, it should be conceded 
that government must of necessity work 
in secret with respect to diplomatic nego­ 
tiations and certainly withhold informa­ 
tion which is considered inimical to our 
national security. 
So the question really turns upon the 
need for preserving confidentiality, and 
whether — as stated by the Justice De­ 
partment — “ the nation’s security will 
suffer immediate and irreparable harm” 
with continuing publication. . . 


A CASE CAN be made for the govern­ 
ment's claim that publication endangers 
confidential)- of communications with 
ather governments. To this, the Los An­ 
geles Times offers the observation, “ It 
would be much more a consideration if 
Jemocratic 
governments 
around 
the 
world did not continually spill the diplo­ 
matic beans: and if officials of the Amer­ 
ican government, from the president 
down, did not tell state secrets as they 
saw fit and for their purposes.” 
As for the breach of security charge, 
the fact is that the McNamara study is 
merely a recitation of history and was 
directed by the former secretary of de­ 
fense for precisely that purpose. 
The revelations deal with the past, not 
with present or future operations. So one 
must strain the imagination to detect 
anything in the Pentagon documents 
which violates the espionage law or en­ 
dangers the lives of our citizens. 


IT IS INTERESTING indeed that Pres­ 
ident Nixon . . . did. as a United States 
senator, accuse the Truman administra­ 
tion of holding back classified docu­ 
ments for political reasons. 
The case involved secret talks between 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur and President 
Truman on Wake Island on Oct. 15. 1950. 
Senator Nixon declared that General 
MacArthur was being “ smeared in the 
press through connivance with the ad­ 
ministration.” “ Certainly,” Senator Nix­ 
on said, “ if classified documents are now 


to be made public, the committees of 
Congress and the American people should 
be entitled to see not only those docu­ 
ments which might reflect against Mac- 
A r t h u r , but also those which might 
reflect in his favor.” 
When the Truman administration did 
eventually release the documents as re­ 
quested by Nixon it, like the present 
administration, expressed fear of danger 
to the national security. In 1951. General 
MacArthur remarked that the six-month- 
old documents had “ just about as much 
bearing on the problem of Korea as a 
report on the military operations of 
Bunker Hill.” 
The doughty general neatly epitomized 
our own thoughts on the Pentagon papers 
and the ridiculousness of charging that 
their publication is a threat to national 
secutirv. .. 
HAYING SERVED in the Bureau of 
Censorship both at home and abroad 
during World War II. I can testify that 
the indiscriminate stamping by the mili­ 
tary of government documents as “ top 
secret” came to be regarded with ex­ 
treme skepticism. 
For here in many instances were pa­ 
pers having absolutely no relationship to 
national security, yet stamped as such 
according to the whims of those who 
were exaggerating their own importance 


IT IS MOST important to the American 
public to realize — as Ben Bradlee points 
out — that in a totalitarian state, where 
the press is not free, the government uses 
the press as an instrument of state. Thus 
the press prints nothing that is not favor­ 
able and advantageous to the state. 
Under a democracy such as ours, there 
exists a free flow of reporting and opin­ 
ion — a normal, productive adversary 
relationship between government and the 
press. 
If the press reported only what is ad­ 
vantageous to the government, where lies 
the protection against exploitation of the 
people by the government? 
And yet. unhappily, a growing percen­ 
tage of our citizens and especially of our 
youth appears to be favoring restrictions 
upon freedom of expression by the me­ 
dia.

Ellsberg A Hero Or Menace? 
Inconsistency In His Position 


WASHINGTON — In a conversation 
which, with others. I recently had with 
Daniel Ellsberg, the man who gave the 
Pentagon Papers to the press, he made 
some 
revealingly 
inconsistent 
state­ 
ments. 
. They go to the heart of whether Ells­ 
berg should be seen as a public hero or a' 
public menace. 
The issue here is not whether the print­ 
ing of the Pentagon Papers damaged the 
national interest. The Supreme Court 
said it didn’t, 
me issue is whether Ellsberg's act in 
distributing secret 
government docu­ 
ments hasn't undermined the ability of 
the government to protect successfully 
any sensitive secret information, military 
or diplomatic, the premature publication 
of which would be grievously harmful. 
HERE IS WHAT Ellsberg said: 
He told us he felt he was acting in the 
public interest in turning loose the highly 
classified papers; that this was “ an act 
of conscience” which compelled him to 
do so. 
In the next b r e a t h he told us that 
classification of many government docu­ 
ments is essential, that there are govern­ 
ment secrets whose exposure would be 
damaging, and that the system to protect 
those secrets must be made to work. 
Right. But how can crucial secret infor­ 
mation be secure .if those who are re­ 
quired by law and are pledged by honor 
to keep it secure are to be considered 
free to violate it at will if their con­ 
science tells them to do so? 
WILLIAM McGOMBER, deputy under 
secretary of state, put it this way on an 
NBC program: 
“ The government really can't run if we 
are going to-allow' a situation where a 
disaffected employee can go out of the 
government, grabbing as much highly 
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classified material as he can, run over 
and start xeroxing it and then peddling it 
to as many papers as possible.” 
How can Ellsberg successfully contend 
that it was open to him to decide to 
release secret government documents,, 
but that the system of protecting govern­ 
ment secrets must be made effective so 
as to prevent other employees from doing 
the same? 
IT ISN'T HARD to perceive grave con­ 
sequences. 
Suppose a disaffected U.S. delegate to 
the SALT talks decides American offi­ 
cials are selling out the security of the 
nation and his conscience tells him to 
publicize conference secrets? The SALT 
talks would blow’ up. 
Suppose a disaffected employee with 
access to secret information on the Arab- 
Israeli negotiations doesn't like what is 
happening and his conscience tells him to 
break secrecy? All prospects of peace in 
the Middle East would blow up. 
Ellsberg has set a perilous precedent 
and the courts will have to decide wheth­ 
er or not he is guilty of a crime against 
the state. 
LET’S TURN this thing around for a 
moment and look at the reverse side of 
the coin: that is. the prospect of secret 
documents held by the press being pur­ 
loined and given to the government. 
I think Congress was right in not citing 
CBS for contempt for refusing to yield its 
unused tapes in the controversial “ Sell­ 
ing of the Pentagon.” But how can Presi­ 
dent Frank Stanton feel very secure in 
light of the Ellsberg precedent? 
Is there not likely to be a disaffected 
employee in CBS who will deem it in the 
public interest to steal the unused tapes 
and turn them over to Congressman Har­ 
ley Staggers — of course, as an “ act of 
conscience” ? 


George Washington's Pride 
— A River Of Sewage

WASHINGTON — Summertime, and 
the living is easy. Fish are jumping, 
though not very high, from the waters of 
the Potomac, our national river, George 
Washington’s pride, proposed time after 
time as a demonstration project to show 
the rest of the country what an enlight­ 
ened c i t i z e n r y can do to clean up a 
stream once they decide it is worth the 
effort. 


Day after day, while the heat curls into 
the 90s, people from the inner reaches of 
the eapital make their way to the river- 
bank and throw in a line. Along the 
Georgetown Channel, in West Potomac 
Park and down to Hains Point, where the 
overnight bay boats to Norfolk used to 
pass, the embankment is thick with an­ 
glers. 


What they pull out is mostly carp and 
catfish, both inelegant, but which provide 
a useful protein supplement to the diet. 
Of course, most of these fishermen are 
not great readers of nutrition literature, 
about balancing proteins and carbohy­ 
drates. They fish because the river is 
there and it has fish in it and fish are 
good to eat and there’s not much else to 
do that's free. 


IF THEY W ERE great readers, they 
would have noticed by now the alarms 
being issued by national and local envi­ 
ronmental and health authorities about 
the rate of pollution in our beautiful

Potomac River. They would know that 
they are highly likely to be getting sal­ 
monella, hepatitis and typhoid with their 
proteins. 


The Potomac begins at a spring on 
Backbone Mountain, where the western­ 
most toe of Maryland juts down into West 
V i r g i n i a . If the spring were a few 
hundred yards father west, it would flow 
eventually into the Mississippi, rather 
than the Chesapeake Bay. Up there you 
can step across the Potomac, and it is 
cold and drinkable. 


On its way to sea level it is fouled by 
acid runoff from coal mines; by waste 
splashing out of the pulp plant at Luke, 
W. Va.; by further industrial waste at 
Cumberland, and by sewage from a se­ 
ries of small c i t i e s . Still, by modern 
standards in the East, it arrives in the 
Washington area a relatively clean river. 


Here, despite the absence of heavy 
industry, it is so filthy it joins the dishon­ 
or roll of famous American polluted riv­ 
ers — the Hudson at New York, the 
Patapsco at Baltimore, the Schuylkill at 
Philadelphia, the Cuyahoga at Cleveland, 
the Ohio, the Allegheny, the Delaware, 
the Savannah, the Merrimack — the list 
is long. Some communities have become 
concerned enough to partly resuscitate 
their rivers, so that now. industry or not, 
they are cleaner than the nonindustrial 
Potomac. 


WHAT POLLUTES the Potomac is raw 
sewage. Twenty miles upstream from the 
capital, a Georgetown University micro­ 
biologist found it carried focal coliform 
bacteria at 20 times the rate considered 
safe for water recreation. That sounds 
bad, but then the measurement was tak­ 
en near a suburban sewer discharge 
point. Here at the city, at Cabin John 
Bridge, the count was 200 times the safe 
level. To risk salmonella infection, you 
don’t have to drink it or eat fish caught 
in it — all you have to do is stick your 
finger in it. 
The 
booming suburban 
population, 
combined with the district's holding at a 
steadier level, produced more sewage 
than existing facilities can treat. 
Some 16 million gallons of untreated 
sewage flows into the river at one point 
in wealthy Georgetown. More comes in 
via Rock ( reek, emptying a few yards 
above the ultraexpensive Watergate en­ 
clave o c c u p i e d by John and Martha 
Mitchell and others of their exalted ilk, 
and a few hundred yards more from thè 
new Kennedy Center for the Performing 
Arts. The shore there is a particular 
favorite spot for fisherman. 


ALL THE OFFICIALS know about it. 
They have been talking for years about 
crash projects for new treatment plants. 
They agree on posting signs warning 
citizens against even getting close to the 
water. But they cannot agree on whc 
should pay for the cleanup. It is the same 
story heard in nearly 50 states, of one 
locality accusing the other and vice ver­ 
sa, only here it is compounded by the 
involvement of two states and one federal 
district. 
Not long ago “ state's rights” was a 
eu-phemism used to protect a state's oi 
community’s 
right 
to 
discriminati 
against black Americans. Now it is sei 
dom heard of, but it is still exercised - 
as an excuse for continuing to pollute 
each other’s water and air without the 
parallel responsibility of paying for it. Ir 
fact, of course, it amounts to self-poison 
ing, and it is as good an argument as an) 
against the idea of revenue sharing — the 
idea of sending federally collected reve 
nues back to the localities for them to si 
on while arguing and still fouling theii 
own nests.

To Angel Island 
Building Fires 


I-J Special Report 
SAN FRANCISCO - Bay .Area 
smog o f f i c i a l s have given 
reluctant approval to another 
variance to burn old buildings 
on Angel Island, but warned it 
will be the last such permit. 
The state Department of Parks 
and Recreation has had repeated 
variances since 1964 from the Bay 
Area .Air Pollution Control Dis­ 
trict to burn obsolete structures 
on the island park. The alterna­ 
tive would be to barge demolition 
debris to the mainland, far more 
expensive than burning under 
tight meteorological conditions. 
The district’s hearing board, 
with a new membership this year 
refused on Tuesday to go along 
with a routine one-year extension 
of the variance. The board in­ 
stead extended it to Dec. 31, but 
declared no further variance will 
be issued.

Wherever he goes, the red car­ 
pet will be rolled out for Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew dur­ 
ing his three-day visit to Portu­ 
gal July 26-2: winding up his 
round-the-world 
diplomatic 
mission for President Nixon. 
The inclusion of Portugal in 
Agnew’s itinerary has caused 
particular pleasure to the Por­ 
tuguese government which for 
long has been quietly nursing a 
grievance—that in American 
global policy the United States 
appeared to regard Portugal as 
expendable. 
The government regards Ag­ 
new’s visit of special signifi­ 
cance, 
Portuguese 
officials 
said. 
Portugal regards itself as an 
African power as well as a Eu­ 
ropean power and the officials 
said Premier Marcello Caetano 
was looking forward to hearing 
Agnew’s reactions to his visits 
to the African capitals. 
Agnew’s comments on domes­ 
tic and foreign issues in the 
United States always received 
great prominence in the Portu­ 
guese press with editorial en­ 
dorsement. 
Portuguese official reaction is 
that A g n e w is a man who 
speaks largely the same lan­ 
guage as themselves and they 
hope that the period of what 
they regarded as snubs from 
the Kennedy and Johnson ad­ 
ministrations is now at an end, 
government officials said. 
This view has been encour­ 
aged by the decision earlier this 
month by the U.S. Export-Im- 
port Bank to extend a line of 
credit of $22 million to Portu­ 


gal’s largest commercial bank, 
the Banco Espirito Santo E.

Visiting Africans Feted 


At Marin Couple's Home

Last night the Pan African 
track officials and athletes who 
have been touring the United 
States since July 7 made their 
first visit to an American home. 
A party was given honoring 
six of Africa’s top track stars, 
their escorts and interpreters at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Busterud in San Rafael. 
The Volunteer Bureau of Ma­ 
rin County and the Internation­ 
al Hospitality Center in San 
Francisco sponsored the party, 
and it was coordinated by Mrs. 
Arnold Bertolli of San Rafael, 
who had less than a week's 
notice to make the arrange­ 
ments, which included finding a 
location and persons willing to 
donate food and wine. 
AS EACH of the 60 guests 
arrived he was given a name 
tag, which also told what lan­ 
guage he spoke. Guests were 
shown to the Busteruds’ garden 
where fruit punch, non-alcohol­ 
ic since some of the athletes 
are Moslems; sherry and hors 
d'eouvres, which included meat 
to dip in pilli pilli sauce, an 
African dish, were served. 
The guests of honor were 
introduced and welcomed by 
John Busterud and, completing 
the formalities, Professor Mo­ 
hammed Nur of Somali, Di­ 
rector General of National 
Sports for the African nation, 
gave thanks on behalf of the 
athletes for the first invitation 
to a private home in the United 
States. The professor spoke in 
Italian and his remarks were 
translated by his escort, Joseph 
Gresanzio of the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of State. 
Guests then formed semicir­ 
cle and introduced themselves 
to the visitors. 


“ We wanted everything to be 
as informal as possible,” ex­ 
plained Louise Bertolli, “ so we 
could say, ‘please accept us as 
Americans as we accept and 
welcome you as Africans.’ ” 
All of the non-English speak­ 
ing guests spoke either Italian 
or Amharic, the native lan­ 
guage of Ethiopia. Italian was 
spoken by some of the Ameri­ 
cans of Italian descent and by 
the residents of Somali, which 
was colonized by the Italians. 


A SMALL group, unable to 
c ommuni c at e v e r ba l l y , 
gathered around a ping pong 
table and started a game of 
what one of the English-speak­ 
ing guests referred to as the 
international ice breaker. 
Next dinner was announced 
in English, Italian, Amharic, 
Somali and Swahili. Most of the 
food for the buffet was donated 
by Alfred Lovi, who owns a 
delicatessen in a Greenbrae 
market, and some came from 
the Marinites interested in ex­ 
tending hospitality to the ath­ 
letes. 
Dinner included African kiina 
and rice and lasagne, which, 
according to Professor Nur, is 
very popular in Somali. Also 
served was mint tea, used 
extensively in Africa. 
Following dinner a four piece 
combo played contemporary 
music, and classical music was 
played by Mike Pelfini of San 
Rafael on the piano and Paul 
Bertolli, also of San Rafael, on 
the guitar. 


LATER IN the evening many 
of the guests walked down the 
street to Forest M e a d o w s , 
where the athletes had their 
first glimpse of American thea­ 
ter as they watched the Marin 


Shakespeare 
Festival’s 
per­ 
formance of “ Once Upon A 
Mattress.” 
The African athletes’ activi­ 
ties since arriving in this coun­ 
try have included a week in 
Washington, D.C., three days in 
Durham, N.C., where they par­ 
ticipated in a track meet, a 
meeting in San Mateo and a 
tour of San Francisco, where 
they will be staying until Mon­ 
day. They will visit Chicago 
and New York before returning 
to Africa July 31. 


All long distance runners and 
high jumpers, the athletes who 
were honored at the party are 
Charles Asati and Nestali Bon, 
both of Kenya; John Charles 
Akii-Buwa of Uganda; Wahib 
Masresha and Yohannes Mu- 
hamed, both of Ethiopia; and 
Abdullah Nur Wasughe of So­ 
mali. Escort-interpreter for the 
Ethiopians, Ato Mulegeta, a 
student at Howard University 
in Washington, D.C., also at­ 
tended. 


Guests included many neigh­ 
bors of the Busteruds and the 
Bertollis, athletic directors 
from the College of Marin and 
Marin high schools, members 
and staff of the Volunteer Bu­ 
reau and the Rev. John Mc­ 
Manus, who spent 10 years in 
Nigeria, and Sister Mary Dam­ 
ien, O.P., who is returning next 
month to Malawi, where she 
previously taught from 1968 to 
1969, training Malawi resident 
to be teachers. 
Sister Damien, who says she 
is anxious to return to the 
African nation, recalled an Af­ 
rican saying, “ If a person 
comes to Africa and is re­ 
freshed by the waters he will 
come to drink again.”

To assist people in these ad- 
adjustmentsihe Transition Insti­ 
tute, a 
Berkeley-based non­ 
profit organization, has been 
giving a series of Divorced Per­ 
sons Workshops throughout the 
Bay area. Such a workshop is 
scheduled from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
both tomorrow and Sunday at 
the home of Mrs. Gloria Nardi, 
632 Wake Robin Street in Terra 
Linda. 
Co-founders of the Transition 
Institute are Jack Crickmore, 
Berkeley 
businessman 
and 
counselor, and Douglas Dar- 
nall, of Lafayette, who is work­ 
ing on his d o c t o r a t e in 
counselling. The institute was 
founded six months ago and it 
is the hope of Crickmore that 
similar workshops will be start­ 
ed throughout the country. 
Mrs. Ruth Maclver of Mill 
Valley, is assistant director. A 
divorcee, with four children, 
Mrs. Maclver became interest­ 
ed in the institute when she 
attended a workshop several 
months ago. Now she handles 
registrations, 
scheduling 
of 
workshop programs, and public 
relations for the institute. She is 
also a skilled group leader and 
wll assist with the weekend 
workshops. 
Mrs. Maclver stresses that 
the entire w e e k e n d session 
must be undertaken by partici­ 
pants. Some 15 or 20 individuals 
seeking a constructive adjust­ 
ment to their new status meet 
in an informal atmosphere. The 
participants are introduced to 
one another. “ They share non- 
threatening ideas in the begin­ 
ning,” Crickmore said, as they 
get to know and trust one an­ 
other. Later groups of five or 
six are formed with leaders 
who gude and encourage an ex­ 
change of ideas. They gain en­ 
couragement 
from 
shared 
concerns, 
exploring 
various 
problems. One counselor, di­ 
vorced himself, can talk about 
the problems of the man who 
does not have his children with 
him, another has no children 
and deals with the younger sep­ 
arated spouses, another leader 
has a large family, which she is 
raising alone, and her strength 
in meeting her problems helps 
others. 
Soon to be initiated will be a 
series of workshops for children 
of divorce. Teenagers of di­ 
vorced parents will be meeting 
with adult leaders to discuss 
their special problems with the 
change of family status. 
In Marin people from many 
walks of life have attended the 
workshops. Among them have 
been a Tiburon financial advis­ 
or, a Novato administrator, a 
writer from Mill Valley, the 
former wife of a San Anselmo 
attorney, an electronic engineer 
from Kentfield, a San Rafael 
housewife, raising small sons 
alone. 
The 
Transition 
Institute's 
founders hope to extend the 
seminar approach to life style 
readjustments to help the newly 
handicapped, those experienc­ 
ing the death of a spouse, and 
o t h e r s who must deal with 
abrupt changes of life style and 
personal relationships.

Storage Time 


Nearly all fresh vegetables 
can be stored in the refrigera­ 
tor for two to five days and 
sometimes longer.

These keep well in cool 
rather than cold storage .

Ripe peaches can be kept at 
room temperature for a day or 
so; for longer storage, keep in 
the refrigerator for up to 14 
days. A light sprinkling of lem­ 
on or orange juice or ascorbic 
acid powder will keep sliced 
peaches from turning dark; so 
does honey.

The political overtones came 
at La Mendola—partners Mike 
La Mendola of Rockford, 111., 
and Jack Savage of Herminie, 
Pa., whose “ behind the bamboo 
curtain” show was staged in 
the two-story-high ballroom of 
their midtown palazzo. 
S A V A G E , WHO said the

N atu re’s many creeping, 
crawling and fly ing creatu res 
can deliv er painfu l and some­ 
times deadly stings or bites and 
also transmit disease, accord­ 
ing to the California Aledical 
Association. 
Bees, wasps, ticks, chiggers 
and flies are u su ally the worst 
pesterers of farmers, fisher­ 
men, hu nters and picknickers 
bu t — in certain areas — scor­ 
pions and poisonou s spiders are 
also a problem. 
If a honey bee stings y ou . y ou 
mu st take prompt action in or­ 
der to minimize the pain. Once 
a bee stings, the barbed stinger 
and the v enom-filled sac re­ 
main attached to y ou r skin. 
Ev en t h o u g h 
y ou 
hav e 
bru shed the bee aside, y ou hav e 
not disposed of the threat. The 
sac will continu e to pu mp v en­ 
om. Carefu lly ex amine the site 
of the sting with a knife or y ou r 
fingernail, and scrape the sting­ 
er off immediately . Do not try 
to grasp the stinger with y ou r 
fingers, as y ou are likely to 
squ eeze more v enom into y ou r 
s k i n . For first aid, apply a 
paste of baking soda and water 
to the area of the sting. The 
area may also be coated with 
an analgesic cream which will 
redu ce pain and reliev e itching. 
Hornets, 
y ellow 
jackets, 
wasps and bu mblebees do not 
leav e their v enom sacs when 
they sting. Consequ ently , they 
may s t i n g more than once. 
These 
stings 
bring 
redness, 
pain and itching. If y ou are 
stu ng many times, enou gh v en­ 
om can be absored to make y ou 
qu ite ill. If that happens, y ou 
need medical treatment.

Cite d In Ca n n in g 


Plaeh y ear a nu mber of cases 
of botu lism, the most lethal 
form of food poisoning, occu r. 
Sadly , this danger lu rks in an 
old and h on o r e d American 
practice — “ Pu tting u p” ou r 
own fresh fru its and v egetables 
— home canning, “like Grand­ 
ma u sed to do”. 
The problem of botu lism is 
prev ented in commercial can­ 
ning by u se of equ ipment pro­ 
du cing a c o m b i n a t i o n of 
temperatu re and pressu re cap­ 
able of killing the spores so 
they cannot grow into bacteria 
to produ ce their tox in. Howev ­ 
er, since the botu linu m bacteria 
can su rv iv e 20 hou rs of boiling 
at normal sea-lev el pressu res, 
simple home canning methods 
may not su cceed in getting rid 
of them and, du ring storage, 
there is plenty of time for the 
fatal tox in to be produ ced. 
Home canning can be carried 
ou t safely if certain procedu res 
are carefu lly followed. These 
are fu lly described in the pam ­ 
phlets “ Home 
C a n n i n g of 
Fru its' and “Home Canning of 
Vegetables” which are av ail­ 
able throu gh Univ ersity of Cali­ 
fornia Agricu ltu ral Ex tension 
Serv ice in Berkeley .

Moon Landing Site

CAPE

Apollo 15 astronauts David R. 
Scott and James B. Irwin plan 
to camp for three days in a 
moon basin cut by a winding 
canyon and flanked by battered 
mountains. 
“ I expect it to be very, very 
impressive,” Scott said. “ To be 
in an area where you can look 
in one direction and see 35,000 
feet of mountain and in another 
direction a canyon almost a 
mile across and a thousand 
feep deep, t h a t ’ s got to be 
something." 
It is probably some of the 
most rugged terrain—or lurain 
as Scott calls it—men will ever 
explore on the moon. 
The touchdown site itself, on 
the fringe of what is called the 
Dlarsh of Decay, is relatively 
s m o o t h as seen from photo­ 
graphs taken by moon satel­ 
lites. It resembles the cratered 
flatlands cisited by the Apollo 
11 and 12 astronauts in 1969. 
But two miles to the south is 
the base of the 12.000 feet high 
Apennine Front. Mount Hadley, 
one of the tallest peaks on the 
moon, rises 15.000 feet seven 
miles to the northeast. And the 
canyon, called Hadley Rille. is 
about a half mile to the west. 
The Apennines, named after 
a mountain range in Italy, rise 
higher above the basin floor 
than the towering east face of 
the Sierra Nevadas in Califor­ 
nia or the Great Himalayan 
Front that juts above the plains 
of India. 
Hadley Rille, like Mount Had­ 
ley and several craters in the 
area, was named after John 
Hadley, an 18th century British 
scientist who improved the re­ 
flector telescope design and in­ 
vented an a n c e s t o r of the 
mariner’s sextant. 
The canyon, representative of 
several puzzling rilles on the 
moon, is similar in size to the 
Rio Grande Gorge near Taos, 
N.M., which Scott and Irwin 
have v i s i t e d . Hadley Rille 
meanders down from an elon­ 
gated depression in the Apen­ 
nines and cuts the Marsh of 
Decay, merging with another 
rille 62 miles to the north. 
Scientists don’t know- what 
formed the canyon, but there is 
some agreement that it was 


probably formed by volcanic 
action, and possibly was a lava 
channel. There has been specu- 
1 a t i o n in the past that such 
rilles were formed by water 
because they resemble river 
beds on earth. 
The Apennines ring the south­ 
eastern edge of the Great Sea 
of Rains which was blasted out 
by the explosive impact of an 
asteroid an estimated four bil­ 
lion years ago. Geologists be­ 
lieve the Apennines were lifted 
up by the shock of the impact 
and were shaped by a network 
of faults. 
Besides the mountains and 
canyon, the astronauts will ex­ 
plore a cluster of craters appar­ 
ently formed by m a t e r i a l 
splattered out of the large cra­ 
ters Aristillus and Autolycus to 
the northwest and a series of 
hills to the north that may be 
volcanic domes. 
The Apollo 15 landing site, 
named Hadley-Apennine after 
its most prominent features, is 
the most northern landing area 
selected in the Apollo program. 
It is 465 miles north of the lunar 
equator and 660 miles northeast 
of the Apollo 14 landing site.

Among Atomic Bomb Survivors 


Since 19 45 the Ato mic Bo mb Ca sua lty Co m­ 
missio n ha s studied the hea lth o f surv iv o rs o f 
the Hiro shima a nd Na g a sa ki bo mbing s. These 
inv estig a to rs a re pa rticula rly interested in 
the incidence o f leukemia a nd so lid ca ncers 
a mo ng A-bo mb surv iv o rs a s co mpa red with 
the na tio na l ra te o f Ja pa n. 
V RECENT REPORT co ncerned 2 0 .6 0 9 per­ 
sons who were less tha n 10 y ea rs o ld a t the 
time o f the bo mbing s. Of these. 1.10 9 
v v ere 
within a mile o f the ex plo sio n. They w ere 
designated as hig h do se surv iv ­ 
ors b ecause they co uld hav e 
receiv ed 100 ra ys o r mo re o f 
radiation. Some w ere in co n­ 
crete shelters, crowded street 
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cars or other physical stru c­ 
tures and shielded, to som e ex­ 
tent. from direct radiation. But 
they were in an area w here the 
air dose w as high. The rest of 
’he children w ere outside of this 
circle or “ not in city” at the 
tim e 
b ut 
returned 
after the 
b omb ing. 
The 
oldest 
of 
the 
group is now 35 years old. 
F rom 1950 to 1960. leukem ias 
outnum b ered other cancers, b ut 
after 1965 the situation was re ­ 
v ersed. F rom 1955 to 1969. there 
were eight deaths from leuke­ 
mia and eight from solid tu­ 
mors a m o n i the high dose 
group. In addition, there were 
fiv e carcinom as of the thyroid 
and six other cancers not re ­ 
ported on the death certificate. 
This m akes a total of 19 m alig­ 
nancies and 8 leukem ias am ong 
1.109 children exposed to high 
radiation. This is a higher rate 
than m ight b e expected am ong 
Ja pan e se in general. 
BY CONTRAST. 18 cancers 
occurred am ong the 5.010 per­ 
sons who were not in the city 
also ab norm ally high-. In addi­ 
tion. there w ere only 24 cancers 
am ong the 14.398 people who 
w ere outside the m ile-radius 
circle when the b omb exploded.

Firemen To Hold

KARACHI, Pakistan (UPD— 
According to one draft constitu­ 
tion circulating among ranking 
officials in West Pakistan, the 
nation appears to be a little 
closer to democracy than when 
the army mounted its campaign 
to regain federal control of re­ 
bellious East Pakistan. 
The draft is one of several 
that have grown out of Presi­ 
dent Agha Mohammed Yahya 
Khan’s announcement June 28 
of a plan to transfer power to 
elected 
representatives. 
The 
plan c a l l e d for Yahya to 
present to the National Assem­ 
bly within about four months a 
consitution drafted by a “ Com­ 
mittee of Experts” guided by 
him. 
D e t a i 1 s of the draft were 
made available by a source 
close to ranking military fig­ 
ures who are considered likely 
to play a major role in approv­ 
al of the final document. 
It would call for a unicameral 
legislature easily adopted from 
the National Assembly elected 
last December for the purpose 
of drafting a constitution. 
In addition, there would be a 
“ Supreme 
Executive” 
con­ 
sisting of military leaders along 
with members of the assembly 
that w’ould have power to over­ 
rule the legislature. Included in 
its powers would be the ability 
to dissolve the legislature with­ 
out abrogating the Constitution. 


If such a draft were adopted, 
it would leave the military 
backers of Yahya as firmly in 
control of the nation’s destiny 
as they are now’. It could go 
part way toward mollifying 
West Pakistani political inter­ 
ests, who would be the dominat­ 
ing force in the N a t i o n a l 
Assembly. 
Such a consitution, however, 
probably would not go far to­ 
ward 
satisfying 
aid-donating 
nations that have been holding 
back on further commitments 
until it becomes clear what po­ 
litical steps the Yahya govern­ 
ment has in mind. But some 
observers feel that this may 
make no difference even though 
Pakistan depends heavily on 
aid. 


“ Their image in the rest of 
the world is perhaps not too 
dominant a factor,” said one 
foreign diplomatic source. “ The 
lid’s on here.” 


There have been few indica­ 
tions that the lid may be loosen­ 
ing. The membership of the 
constitution-drafting “ commit­ 
tee” and any progress it is 
making have been kept a tight­ 
ly guarded secret. 
• 
Yahya’s speech said that a 
list would be issued of National 
Assembly members from East 
Pakistan who would not be al­ 
lowed to attend because of par­ 
ticipation 
in 
“ anti-state 
activities” and that there would 
be by-elections to select re­ 
placements for them. So far the 
list has not appeared and there 
has been no word on the elec- ’ 
tions. 
In West Pakistan within the 
last few weeks police have be­ 
gun rounding up political activ­ 
ists in Sind Province who might 
make similar cries for autono­ 
my as were heard in East Paki­ 
stan b e f o r e the March 25 
outbreak of civil war there. 
There also are indications 
that the Yahya government 
may be facing the prospect of 
losing much of its foreign aid. 
The government out back im­ 
ports sharply and declared a 
unilateral 
six-month 
morato­ 
rium on repayment of foreign 
aid debts. It has expanded im-

ports of textile products it for­ 
merly sold in East Pakistan in 
a bid to earn more foreign ex­ 
change. 
Last month the Pakistan gov­ 
ernment 
published 
figures 
showing it held $214 million 
worth of foreign exchange re­ 
serves, a $44 million increase 
over the February figure. 
How long the situation will 
continue is a matter of argu­ 
ment. Some economic sources 
believe it could go on indefinite­ 
ly 
unless 
the 
government 
makes major purchases of so­ 
phisticated military hardware. 
Others point out that the tex­ 
tiles Pakistan is now exporting 
to new markets in the Middle 
East are below world standard 
in quality and likely are a one- 
shot deal. They point out fur­ 
ther that East P a k i s t a n 
produced 45 per cent of the 
nation’s foreign exchange and 
that the economy there is still 
crippled. 
Despite belt-tightening by the 
government 
and 
continued 
growth of West Pakistan's econ­ 
omy there are indications that 
Pakistani officials are anxious­ 
ly concerned about the future of 
foreign aid, particularly from 
the United States. 


White House foreign policy 
adviser Henry Kissinger appar­ 
ently had nothing to say about 
future U.S. aid projects when 
he met with Yahya and other 
leaders in Islamabad early this 
month—just before his secret 
trip to Peking. 


The U.S. government has an­ 
nounced it will go ahead with a 
request for an appropriation of 
$120 million for aid to Pakistan 
this fiscal year. But American 
officials have indicated it will 
be pegged to a r e q u e s t for 
changes in Pakistan’s develop­ 
ment scheme, taking into ac­ 
count the East P a k i s t a n 
situation.

shot. 
It was the best rou n d of golf 
P alm er has achiev ed sin ce the 
g re a te r G reen sboro open in 
April of last y ear when he also 
fired a 64 , an d it gav e him a 
on e-stroke lead ov er L a rry 
Wood , a v irtu al u n kn own from 
Boon e, N.C., who is in on ly his 
secon d y ear on the tou r. 
“ T hat two-week lay off d efi­ 
n itely helped me in a lot of 
w ay s,” said Palm er. “ It was 
w hat I really n eed ed to d o.

Dividends Depend 
On Net Income 


By ROGER E. SPEAR 


Q. I have been told that 


regardless of the price fluc­ 
tuations of a stock the divi­ 
dend remains secure. Is this 
true? — S.D. 
A. Yes. under normal condi­ 
tions. 
Corporate 
profits 
are 
shared 
with 
stockholders 
through the payment of cash 
dividends. The amount is deter­ 
mined by net income and the 
individual corporation’s policy 
of paying out a percentage of 
its net earnings. Some average 
as much as 75 per cent of earn­ 
ings; some pay no dividends. 
As long as net income is well 
maintained, 
the dividend 
is 
usually secure, regardless of 
daily price fluctuations. Howev­ 
er, if earnings slide, the price 
of the stock usually declines. 
And. when the gap narrows be­ 
tween net income and the divi­ 
dend payment, doubt arises as 
to the safety of the dividend. 
If the stock continues to trade 
lower, the yield n a t u r a l l y 
increases until the latter many 
times rises above the interest 
rate currently being paid on 
savings accounts and 
other 
fixed income vehicles. When a 
common stock is selling to yield 
8 per cent versus an average 
interest return of 41- per cent, 
it may be a signal that the 
market anticipates a cut. And, 
chances are a subsequent divi­ 
dend declaration will be lower 
or possibly the dividend may be 
eliminated completely. 


Q. I invested my life's sav­ 
ings in National Securities Se­ 
ries Growth Fund. Since it is 
below my original purchase 
price, should I hold or sell ? I 
w as thinking of adding $500 a 
year for the next 5 years. — 
CD. 
A. As I have stated here on 
many occasions, one’s entire1 
savings should never be invest­ 
ed and certainly not in any one 
area. Not only are you concen­ 
trating risks, but you are not 
allowing any capital for person­ 
al use. emergency situations, 
etc.

Angela's Big Court Week Over 


By J E F F GREER 
Complicated legal wrangling 
over the indictment against An 
gela Davis droned on in Marin 
Superior Court yesterday. 
The dry technical arguments 
finished out Miss Davis's most 
eventful week in court during 
the seven months she has spent 
thus far in Marin County Jail. 
She stands charged in a Ma­ 
rin County Grand Ju ry indict 
ment with kidnap, m urder and 
conspiracy in connection with 
the Aug. 7, 1970. “ insurrection" 
in which Judge Harold J. Haley 
and three other persons were 
shot to death. 


Howard Moore Jr., Miss Da­ 
vis’s chief counsel, and Albert 
VV. Harris, the chief prosecutor, 
sparred in legal terminology 
yesterday over Moore’s claims 
th a t at least the first two 
charges should be dismissed, if 
not all counts against her. 
Moore argued, among other 
things, that Miss Davis might 
be placed in unconstitutional 
double jeopardy if a jury were 


unable to agree on any one 
specific charge and the case 
were retried. 
Harris replied to the defense 
attorney from Atlanta that Cali­ 
fornia’s penal code m ade the 
fram in g of indictm ents and 
pleadings to charges much less 
tricky than in other states. Har­ 
ris denied Moore's claims of 
“duplicity” in the three counts. 
Judge Richard E. Arnason 
said he would rule later on the 
arguments. He ordered Miss 
Davis to return to court at 9:15 
a.m. Tuesday for further hear­ 
ings. 


Only a few minor technicali­ 
ties remain to be argued: if 
Judge Arnason rules on the 
matters heard this week, Miss 
Davis might finally reach the 
crucial time for entering a plea 
next week or in early August. 
Arnason is considering a re­ 
quest that Miss Davis be al­ 
lowed to serve as co-counsel in 
her own defense, a challenge 
claiming bias of the grand jury 
that indicted her, a claim that 


the case cannot be tried be­ 
cause of prejudicial publicity, 
and the attack on the indict­ 
ment itself. 
Additional press clippings in­ 
v o lv ed 
in 
th e 
p u b lic ity 
arguments are not expected to 
be ready for Arnason to read 
until next week, possibly delay­ 
ing that ruling. 
Deputy Atty. Gen. Clifford 
Thompson handled the rebuttal 
to the publicity arguments yes­ 
terday. 
He said that while Miss Da­ 
vis's attorneys were seeking 
h er 
release 
on 
bail 
they 
presented petitions bearing sig­ 
natures they claimed were “ a 
substantial part of the commu­ 
nity" on her behalf. “ Where is 
that support now,” Thompson 
asked, 
if the defense now 
claims publicity has made it 
impossible for Miss Davis to 
receive a fair trial anywhere in 
the U.S. 


The prosecutor also read a 
fistful of letters and cards, 
some urging fair play for Miss 


Davis and others heaping invec­ 
tive on the prosecution. These. 
Thompson said, showed that 
sentiment was not all against 
the woman defendant. One let 
ter branded Harris a “ blood­ 
sucking Dracula from Hell.” 
“On that note,” Judge Arna­ 
son dryly com m ented, “ I'm 
going to order a recess for 
lunch.” 
This week's hearings followed 
quickly on the heels of the 
decision 
Monday in 
which 
Judge Arnason granted a re­ 
quest separating Miss Davis’s 
trial from that of codefendant 
Ruchell Magee. 
Magee’s strategy of attempt­ 
ing to have the trial moved out 
of Marin County and into state 
or federal courts had delayed 
for months, hearings on any of 
the motions submitted by Miss 
Davis’s legal team. 


Magee, a San Quentin convict 
serving a life term on what he 
claims is a fraudulent charge, 
told Miss Davis’s 
attorneys 
Monday that they could not 


argue their requests while his 
own maneuvers waited. Howev­ 
er, he suggested, the woman’s 
counsels could ask separation 
of the cases. They quickly did 
so. 


Magee himself will be back in 
Marin County Superior Court 
Wednesday morning. His attor­ 
ney, Ernest L. Graves of Los 
Angeles, prosecutor Harris and 
Judge Arnason are expected to 
set hearings on some of the 
seven p retrial requests and 
challenges so far raised by 
Magee and his counsel. 


The convict faces the same 
counts as Miss Davis and like 
her could face a death penalty 
if found guilty of any of the 
three. 


Magee has two other argu­ 
ments awaiting action in the 
U.S. Supreme Court. He may 
file more documents in Marin 
Superior Court that could delay 
the hearings before Judge Ar­ 
nason, his attorney indicated 
this week. 


This is the conclusion of a 
two-month study of consolida­ 
tion of police services in the 
two cities, it was conducted by 
former Sausalito Police Chief 
Edward S. Kreins, now police 
chief in Pleasant Hill. 
If his recommendations are 
adopted, the entire peninsula 
will be served by a single 
police station in Tiburon and 
no substation would be built 
in Strawberry, where Tiburon 
officials have pledged to build 
such a station if annexation of 
the area is successful. 
Under Kreins's proposal, the

Belvedere would drop from this 
y ear’s $92.285 to $65,984. Tib- 
uron’s 
cost, 
however,

jum p from $130,805 to $262,807. 


Whether or not Kreins’s plan 
is adopted, however, Tiburon 
faces a major increase in its 
police department costs begin­ 
ning next year, because all par­ 
ties to T i b u r o n ’ s present 
contract for police service with 
the Marin County Sheriff’s De­ 
partm ent have announced the 
contract will not be renewed 
when it expires July 1. 


Tiburon, therefore, would be 
faced with the establishment ot 
its own police force anyway, a 


proposition 
Kreins 
estimates 
would cost $328,791 to provide 
protection to the entire peninsu­ 
la. 
“The 
City 
of 
Tiburon,” 
Kreins says, “has been pay­ 
ing a lot less than would nor­ 
mally he paid for p o l i c e 
service.” 


Krein's 99-page report gives 
choice of several variations on 
his 
primary recommendation 
but maintains that changes are 
necessary in the present setup, 
in which Belvedere operates its 
own police department and Tib­ 
uron contracts with the Marin 
County Sheriff’s Department. 
The Tiburon City Council will 
consider the report when

Consolidation of police serv­ 
ices in the two communities 
was raised last December by 
Tiburon City Councilman Anne

dere-Tiburon citizens commit­ 
tee studied the idea and agreed 
it should be investigated by a 
consultant. 
Kreins was hired to make the 
study. He received $2.500, with 
Tiburon contributing $2.000 and 
Belvedere $500. 
Kreins says the p r e s e n t 


Belvedere force, consisting of 
a chief, a sergeant and three 
patrolmen, provides at best 
“only a watchman type serv­ 
ice.” 
Although 
Kreins 
recognizes 
the 
importance 
to 
a 
small 
community such as Belvedere 
maintaining an autonomous po­ 
lice force, he states that “ the 
disadvantages far outweigh the 
advantages of Belvedere main­ 
taining its own police depart­ 
ment . . . " But. of l a r g e r 
municipalities such as Tiburon. 
Kreins said. “ I have never seen 
a contract situation that can 
provide a level of municipal 
service demanded by a munici­ 
pality." 


Since officials of both Marin 
County and Tiburon have de­ 
clared the present contract for 
police protection 
by Tiburon 
dead a f t e r next July 1, City 
Mgr. Bert A. Balmer has in­ 
cluded in the current budget 
$61,000 in reserves to help pay 
for establishment of a police 
department 
for Tiburon next 
years. 
The study recommends a 
department consisting of a 
police chief, lieutenant, three 
sergeants, 11 patrolmen, four 
dispatchers and a parking of­ 
ficer. Under this plan, the 
Belvedere City Council would 
decide what level of patrol 
service it desires and then 
pay Tiburon for that service.

WASHINGTON (UPD —The 
State 
Department 
indicated 
Friday that the United States 
has proposed to the Soviet Un­ 
ion a mutual freeze on land- 
based m i s s i l e and missile 
submarines.

Goldwater: 
GOP Must 
Back Visit 


DENVER, Colo. (UPI)-Sen. 
Barry M. Goldwater, R-Ariz., 
asked fellow Republicans today 
to refrain from complaining 
about President Nixon’s visit to 
China and to await the results.

Goldwater’s comment on the 
administration’s China venture 
came in a speech saving he was 
frightened by Democratic alter­ 
natives to the re-election of 
Nixon.

policy and no new commit­ 
ments about China. Goldwater 
said he. still is opposed to 
admitting Peking to tte United 
Nations and to China’s “ brutal” 
policies. 
“ But I do not oppose efforts 
by the Nixon administration to 
improve the dialogue and the 
channels 
of 
communication 
through which some of our 
ideas can be placed realistically 
before 
Peking’s 
rulers,” he 
said. 
“ In other words, if there is 
any chance that our President 
can persuade Peking to mend 
its ways and to stop exporting 
aggression and violence and 
war, I say more power to him. 
I have never opposed negotia­ 
tions and discussion with our 
Cold War enemies . . . 
Goldwater found nothing good 
to say about past Democratic 
administrations or its prospec­ 
tive future leaders. He said its 
“ top leaders have led the pa­ 
rade in bringing a new and 
dishonorable brand of isolation­ 
ism to the American people.”

Belvedere. Kreins says, has 
“ no serious followup or investi­ 
gation b e c a u s e of a lack of 
manpower. If all a departm ent 
can do is take reports, then the 
city should employ high school 
girls who can type, let them 
take reports and save the mon­ 
ey they spend on a policem an.” 
In all. Belvedere “ is fortun­ 
ate to have the level of service 
it now has) and it is only be­ 
cause of the caliber of men and 
not because of the num ber of 
men or the equipm ent avail­ 
able.” Kreins says.

;should be statewide and the 
best possible man should be 
¡picked. 
If Jaeger is not 
selected, 
Kreins recommends, he should 
be given “ serious considera­ 
tion” for second in command. 
If his suggestions are fol­ 
lowed. the report says. “ I know 
that the citizens of Belvedere 
and Tiburon will be extrem ely 
pleased with the improved effi- 
c i e n c y of the police depart­ 
m ent. The crim e rate will drop, 
crim es cleared will go up, re­ 
sponse time will improve, serv­ 
ice in all areas will be better 
and there will be greater recog­ 
nition by departm ental person­ 
nel as to the n e e d s of the 
com m unity." 
Kreins raises the possibility 
that such a departm ent may be 
eligible for federal assistance 
and suggests looking into avail­ 
able grants under the Omnibus 
Crime Control Bill of 1968.

YUBA CITY, Calif. (U P I)- 
Defense a t t o r n e y Richard 
Hawk, describing mass murder 
suspect Juan V. Corona as “ his 
own best salesman,” objects to 
a judge s ruling which prevents 
Corona from talking to news­ 
men. 


“ If you could talk to him you 
would find out what a nice guy 
he really is." Hawk told news­ 
men Thursday after leaving a 
hearing in which S u p e r i o r 
Court Judge John Hauck im­ 
posed a gag rule in the case. 


Corona. 37. a farm labor con- 
t r a c t o r , was indicted by a 
county grand jury last week in 
the slayings of 25 itinerants 
whose bodies were found buried 
along the scenic Feather River. 
In an interview with three 
newsmen published 
Tuesday, 
Corona said he is innocent of 
the killings. He said he has not 
lost faith in the United States 
because of the charges and 
wants his children to go to 
school and learn English. 
Hawk, defending the inter­ 
view which he arranged, said: 
“ As long as the sheriff can 
make the statement that he's 
got the right man, Juan cer­ 
tainly has the right to say he’s 
damn wrong.” 
At 
Thursday’s 
hearing, 
Hauck issued the order prohib­ 
iting the prosecution and de­ 
fense from publicly discussing 
the case and barred from pub­ 
lic scrutiny the 700-page grand 
jury transcript which resulted 
in the indictment against Coro­ 
na. 
In addition, the judge contin­ 
ued until Tuesday the arraign­ 
ment of the gaunt-looking de­ 
fendant who recently suffered a 
yart attack. Hawk requested 
the continuance to give him 
time to study the grand jury 
transcript. 
Corona, wearing a green suit 
and black cowboy boots, sat 
quietly 
throughout 
the brief 
proceedings, 
speaking 
only 
twice to acknowledge he under­ 
stood the Spanish translation 
being provided of the judge’s 
rulings. 
Later, as he was being re­ 
turned to his cell in the Yuba 
County jail in adjoining Marys­ 
ville, Corona told Dr. Thomas 
Leavenworth, who treated him 
for a heart attack, that he was 
feeling fine. 
“ How do you feel, Juan?” 
Leavenworth, medical director 
at Sutter County general hospi­ 
tal, asked as deputies led the 
suspect away.

“ I feel fine.” Corona replied, 
patting his heart with his right 
hand. 


During the pre-arraignment 
hearing, Leavenworth said un­ 
der questioning by the defense 
that interviews, provided the 
number of persons present is 
limited, could be “ medically 
advantageous” in showing how 
well Corona "is able to handle 
gradually increased segment of 
stress.”

Astounding Talent 
In College Play

The theatrical artistry of the 
College of Marin drama depart­ 
ment is astounding.

tragedy of the Bard’s “ Mac­ 
beth” was unfolded with many 
theatrical highs reached by the 
“ Sum mer Shakespeare ’71” 
company. 
Staged simply on the Elizabe­ 
than-type stage, director Jam es 
Dunn scored another triumph in 
his already distinguished ca­ 
reer on the Kentfield campus. 
With a cast headed by Dakin 
Matthews as Macbeth and Car­ 
olyn Reed-Dunn as Lady Mac­ 
beth, both appearing by special 
a rran gem en t with A cto rs’ 
E q u i t y A s s o c i a t i o n , 
Shakespeare's tale of intrigue 
was spellbinding. 
The tragic but beautiful prose 
of Shakespeare sank deep with­ 
in the skin. 
As 
Macbeth 
intoned 
“ Me 
thought I heard a voice cry 
‘Sleep no more/Macbeth does 
murder sleep.’. .

dy emerged as timeless as 
ever. 
Too often Macbeth is played 
with lack of warmth and com­ 
passion, but Matthews tooled 
his Macbeth into an under­ 
standable character caught in 
the pitfalls of human nature.

Testimony On Underworld High 
Finance Shakes Senate Probers 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- A 


former financial manipulator 
with high mob connections has 
persuaded Senate investigators 
that organized crim e’s influence 
is so pervasive in the business 
world 
it now 
threatens the 


nation’s economy. 
After listening to two days of 


testimony 
about 
underworld 


high finance involving bribes to 
public officials and payoffs to 
key 
people in the 
financial 


community, m em bers of the 
Senate investigations subcom­ 
mittee Thursday somberly as­ 
sessed its im pact 
“If we’re not able to bring 


this under control, 
it could 


completely 
undermine 
our 


whole economy,” said Chair­ 
man John L McClellan, D-Ark. 


“ The potential impact on the 
society and the economy of our 
country could be terrific and 
disastrous. 
If 
this 
is 
not 
controlled in some way, and if 
we’re not able to restrain it, 
we’re in very great trouble,” he 
said. 


So 
great 
is 
the 
m ob’s 
infiltration of even legitimate 
business ventures, 
concluded 
Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-Dl., 
that it “ really underpins the 
whole economy of the United 
States.” 
“ That’s 
exactly 
correct,” 
concurred 
the 
m an 
who 
prompted the assessments —a 
mystery witness called “ George 
White” who chose a fictitious 
name because he said he feared 
for his life. 
In eight hours on ti e stand 
before the committee, which is 
delving into underworld activi­ 
ties, White detailed his own 
financial schemes that spanned 
a 20-year period and which 
sometimes landed him in jail. 
White, who testified under

right price —a payoff or a 
bribe. 
White told how he was able to 
use such “ friendly” banks — 
once getting a $300,000 loan 
from a Chicago bank in 15 
minutes with only $9,000 in 
collateral. 
But 
White 
said 
not 
all 
officials of such financial firms 
are crooked. Som e, he said, 
don’t even know they are being 
used by organized crime while 
others 
fully 
aware 
do 
not 
participate in the schemes.

Pesty Marin Mosquitoes 
Up To Usual Irritation 


Lockheed Chief

While mosquitoes are killing 
horses in an epidemic of en­ 
cephalitis in Texas, Marin resi­ 
dents have been slapping away 
at a different kind of mosquito. 
In Te xas, the culex tarsalis 
mosquito is spreading encepha­ 
litis 'sleeping sickness), a dis­ 
ease which inflames the brains 
of animals and has reportedly 
killed 6,000 horses in Texas and 
has made hundreds of humans 
ill. 
In Marin, the tree hole mos­ 
quito has been chomping on 
residents, but has caused noth­ 
ing more serious than minor 
irritation. 
The tarsalis mosquito, carrier 
of encephalitis, does exist in 
Marin but researchers say the 
county is too cold and wet for it

However, the tree hole mos­ 
quito has proved to be a trou­ 
blesome pest this year with 
more of the species than usual, 
according to the district man­ 
ager. He said the district has 
received in the past month 435 
calls, above average. 
Due to the comparifivelv 
lengthy wet and cool spring, 
ideal conditions for mosquito 
breeding, more tree hole mos­ 
quitoes have nipped people in 
the warm evenings at home, in 
the woods, on a boat or in a 
park. 
The calls coming into the 
mosquito district are to be en­ 
couraged. Telford said, because 
the district can only spray in 
places where people have noted 
a problem' 
Unlike the other is mosquito 
species in Marin, the tree hole 
mosquito cannot be controlled 
in its egg or larval stage. Since 
it breeds in rotting limbs and 
deep crevices in trees, spots 
virtually unreachable by the 
current methods of mosquito 
abatement, the tree hole mos­ 
quito becomes adult and looks 
for humans and animals to prey 
on. 
This presents a “ difficult 
problem ’ for the district, Tel­ 
ford said, because the district 
can only spray after the species 
attacks instead of preventing

the mosquito from attacking. 
He explained that other mos­ 
quito species are controlled at 
the egg and larval stage when 
the district eliminates unnatu­ 
ral puddles, plants mosquito 
fish and sprays areas where the 
mosquitoes breed 
The district is experimenting 
with a new mister, a cold fog- 
ger, to combat the tree hole 
mosquito. The cold fogger 
breaks a phosphate insecticide, 
a short lasting spray not harm­ 
ful to larger animals like fish, 
into a fine mist which can pene­ 
trate into tree hole mosquito 
breeding grounds. Telford said. 
The results of this year’s 
experiment, carried on in Kent- 
field and Fairfax, are inconclu­ 
sive although there has been 
some drop of tree hole mosqui­ 
toes in the area, according to 
the district manager. 
Students and professors from 
the University of California at 
Berkeley are studying the tree 
hole mosquito problem in the 
county because Marin has the 
largest such problem in Califor­ 
nia. Telford said. “ We haven't 
licked the problem but we are 
working on it.” he added.

Health reported Thursday that 
more than 62,000 legal abortions 
were performed in California 
last year, up from 15,339 in 1969 
and 5,030 in 1968.

legislative restrictions support­ 
ing legitimate state interests by 
its ’accredited’ hospital provi­ 
sion.”

Haughton issued a statement 
saying: ‘‘It seems to me that 
the tens of thousands of em­ 
ployes and stockholders—the 
subcontractors and suppliers, 
the airlines—and all those who 
have so much of their futures at 
stake at least deserve a chance 
for an up or down vote.” 
On the Senate floor, Sen. John 
G. Tower, R-Tex., filed a peti­ 
tion this morning to stop debate 
on the bill. A vote— requiring a 
two-thirds majority to invoke 
cloture—will take place Mon­ 
day at 3 p.m. EDT. 
Tower said he would file a 
second petition for cloture Sat­ 
urday, indicating proponents of 
the bill were virtually conced­ 
ing they could not stop debate 
on the first try. 
Sen. Frank Church. D-Idaho, 
an opponent of the legislation, 
also acknowledged like Mans­ 
field that the bill had enough 
support to gain passage. 
But while Church was saying 
that Lockheed was bound to 
win, other critics of the admin­ 
istration-backed bill to under­ 
write the loan to the ailing de­ 
fense and aviation giant were 
less willing to concede defeat, 
cede defeat. 
They claimed they had the 
votes to beat back an attempt 
to silence them and force the 
issue to a vote of the Senate 
after an additional 100 hours of 
debate —one hour per senator. 
Even Lockheed’s supporters 
admitted they lacked the re­ 
quired two-thirds majority to 
impose cloture, limiting debate, 


but they said they would win in 
a second attempt Wednesday or 
a third attempt on Thursday. 
Haughton took note of threats 
against Proxmire’s life and 
threats of violence against Hen­ 
ry M. Durham, a former assist­ 
ant d i v i s i o n manager at 
Lockheed’s plant in Marietta, 
Ga. who accused the company 
of gross mismanagement. 
“ It is understandable that we 
would become emotional about 
others’ threats to our jobs and 
our futures,” Haughton said in 
a message to Lockheed’s work­ 
force. “ But it is not acceptable 
for anyone to make threats of 
any type to our critics.” 


Proxmire brushed off charges 
that he was filibustering in 
hopes Lockheed would collapse 
before the Senate gets a chance 
to vote on the $2 billion loan 
guarantee measure. 
But he said he had to keep 
talking for four or five weeks 
“ to arouse sentiment around 
the country” against the bill. 
Church, in a speech he dis­ 
tributed to reporters but failed 
to deliver on the Senate floor, 
said “ big business is firmly 
seated in the saddle.” 
“ So let the word go out: A 
Republican administration and 
a 
Democratic Congress are 
about to propagate a travesty. 
Henceforth, public credit will 
be available to any business big 
enough to pry open the doors of 
the federal Treasury ... 
‘ ‘ Who would ever have 
thought that all the pious talk 
about changing priorities would 
turn out to mean socialism for 
the rich, free enterprise for the 
poor.” 


Tampa Bay 
Overrun By 
Dead Fish 


ST. 
PETERSBURG, 
Fla. 
(UPI)—A new outbreak of toxic 
red tide sent a band of dead 
fish three feet wide and stretch­ 
ing s e v e r a l miles washing 
ashore today in the Tampa Bay 
area. 
Gulf resort beaches appeared 
to have been spared, but the 
Courtney Campbell causeway 
shoreline, 
Tampa 
Bay, 
Old 
Tampa Bay and Hillsboro Bay 
were littered with fish, killed 
by the micro-organism. 
“ We’re in bad shape,” said 
Dick Clutter, a marine patrol 
officer in the Tampa Bay area. 
A particularly heavy fish kill 
was noted south of MacDill Air 
F o r c e Base, the same area 
where a m a s s i v e kill was 
recorded last week. 
The new kill has sent dead 
fish into old Tampa Bay for the 
first time this year and into 
canals along residential areas 
along the northernmost shore­ 
line. 


More dead fish were expected 
to be pushed into the area this 
afternoon on an incoming flood 
tide which will crest at 4 p.m. 


Spoil islands off the Tampa 
peninsula were littered with 
dead fish. 
Crews reinstalled oil contain­ 
ment booms around the bayous 
and canals along residential 
areas on the St. Petersburg 
shoreline of Tampa Bay as soon 
as the kill was reported. 


This was the area hardest hit 
during the past three weeks as 
southeast and east winds sent 
wave after wave of dead fish 
rolling against seawalls to rot 
in the hot Florida sun. 
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Van Heflin, Top Screen, TV 
Character Actor, Dies At 60 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Van 
Heflin, who made a career of 
character roles in movies and 
television, died today at the 
age of 60. 
Heflin, whose sparse red hair 
and intense delivery before the 
cameras were his trademarks, 
won an Oscar as best support­ 
ing actor in “ Johnny Eager” in 
1942. 
He was stricken last June 6 
by a heart attack while swim­ 
ming in a pool at an apartment 
house. He was taken to Cedars 
of Lebanon Hospital where doc­ 
tors said the actor’s heart had 
stopped beating. 
Hospital authorities placed 
him in the intensive care unit. 
He was in a coma most of the 
time since. Death came at 9:43 
a.m. EDT today. 
At the time his most recent 
picture, “ Airport.” was break­ 
ing boxoffice records. Heflin 
p l a y e d the role of a crazed 
bomber aboard a passenger 
plane in the film which starred 
Burt Lancaster and Dean Mar­ 
tin. 
A veteran of scores of motion 
pictures, Heflin’s credits in­ 
clude: “ The Outcasts of Poker 
Flat,” 
“ Saturday’s 
Heroes,” 
“ H.M. Pulham Esq.,” “ Tennes­ 
see Johnson,” “ Green Dolphin 
Street” and “ Possessed.” 
Heflin 
escaped 
Hollywood 
type-casting, playing villains, 
heroes, presidents, old men and 
business tycoons. 


He was born Emmet Evan 
Heflin in Walters, Okla., in 
1910, the son of a dentist who 
soon moved his family to Okla­ 
homa City where the youngster

Tragic in its implicit recognition that of 
ate moral values have been de-empha- 
sized. 
Over the years we have properly kept 
church and state separate and apart in 
aur public education system. We have 
also largely succeeded in separating stu­ 
dents from moral imperatives. It may 
:ake some doing to overcome the effects 
af years of humanism, scientism and 
progressivism in the classroom. These 
may have expanded the system but they 
nave shriveled the soul. 
More and more of our young people are 
finding this out — pretty much on their 
awn. They are beginning to shake loose 
from intellectual hogwash: beginning to 
fill vacuums; beginning to find there’s 
more to life than cocktails, status sym­ 
bols and technocracy. To be truly satisfy­ 
ing, life must have moral values and 
spiritual meaning.

unless it is woven through the entire 
educational thrust it loses its meaning. 
Young people are not alone in their 
search for moral values. A recent nation­ 
wide survey reported that two-thirds of 
all Americans fear this nation has lost its 
sense of values. 
A FEW WEEKS AGO Drm Billy Gra- 
nam addressed a joint session of the 
State Legislature. It was one of the most 
important messages delivered in the cap- 
itol in many years. 
Billy Graham laid it on the line. He 
said California’s — and America's — 
problems are not just economic. They’re 
moral. The human spirit and the national 
ethic need repair as much as or more 
than the budget. 
•‘Morals are sinking with every passing 
hour. If they sink much lower democracy 
will not survive. Without morality Ameri­ 
can will head straight into the arm s of a 
dictator.” That’s what Graham said. 
He made these and other rem arks be­ 
fore lawmakers who. during the 1971 
session, authored measures to legalize 
prostitution, legalize gambling, legalize 
marijuana: before a body wherein the 
m ajority thinks so little of m o rality 
and the san ctity of life th at it con­ 
dones virtually u n re stric te d th e r a ­ 
peutic abortions. 
Moral guidelines are fine. But too often 
they turn out to be just words and we 
need more than words. Moral leadership 
at every level — starting in the home and 
reaching all the way to the top — would 
be more to the point today.

The raging storm of controversy over 
publication of the Pentagon papers by the 
New York Times and other newspapers 
has, if nothing else, given the American 
people a new insight into the clandestine 
workings of government. 
From the outset, it should be conceded 
that government must of necessity work 
in secret with respect to diplomatic nego­ 
tiations and certainly withhold informa­ 
tion which is considered inimical to our 
national security. 
So the question really turns upon the 
need for preserving confidentiality, and 
whether — as stated by the Justice De­ 
partment — “ the nation's security will 
suffer immediate and irreparable h arm ” 
with continuing publication. . . 


A CASE CAN be made for the govern­ 
m ent’s claim that publication endangers 
confidentialy 
of 
communications 
with 
other governments. To this, the Los An­ 
geles Times offers the observation. “ It 
would be much more a consideration if 
democratic 
governments 
around 
the 
world did not continually spill the diplo­ 
matic beans: and if officials of the Amer­ 
ican 
government, from 
the president 
down, did not tell state secrets as they 
saw fit and for their purposes.” 
As for the breach of security charge, 
the fact is that the McNamara study is 
merely a recitation of history and was 
directed by the former secretary of de­ 
fense for precisely that purpose. 
The revelations deal with the past, not 
with present or future operations. So one 
must strain the imagination to detect 
anything in 
the 
Pentagon documents 
which violates the espionage law or en­ 
dangers the lives of our citizens. 


IT IS INTERESTING indeed that Pres­ 
ident Nixon . . . did, as a United States 
senator, accuse the Trum an adm inistra­ 
tion of holding back classified docu­ 
ments for political reasons. 
The case involved secret talks between 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur and President 
Truman on Wake Island on Oct. 15, 1950. 
Senator Nixon declared that General 
MacArthur was being “ smeared in the 
press through connivance with the ad­ 
ministration.” “ Certainly,” Senator Nix­ 
on said, “ if classified documents are now

Today if a jury 
doesn't, the judge probably will make the 
award. 
In view of this contingency and should 
it come to be that Mr. Ropp gets a 
settlement.

to be made public, the committees of 
Congress and the American people should 
be entitled to see not only those docu­ 
ments which might reflect against Mac- 
A r t h u r , but also those which might 
reflect in his favor.” 
When the Truman administration did 
eventually release the documents as re­ 
quested by Nixon it, like the present 
administration, expressed fear of danger 
to the national security. In 1951. General 
MacArthur rem arked that the six-month- 
old documents had “just about as much 
bearing on the problem of Korea as a 
report on 
the military operations of 
Bunker Hill.” 
The doughty general neatly epitomized 
our own thoughts on the Pentagon papers 
and the ridiculousness of charging that 
their publication is a threat to national 
secu tiry ... 
HAVING SERVED in the Bureau of 
Censorship both at home and abroad 
during World War II. I can testify that 
the indiscriminate stamping by the mili­ 
tary of government documents as “ top 
secret” came to be regarded with ex­ 
treme skepticism. 
For here in many instances were pa­ 
pers having absolutely no relationship to 
national security, yet stamped as such 
according to the whims of those who 
were exaggerating their own importance 


IT IS MOST important to the American 
public to realize — as Ben Bradlee points 
out — that in a totalitarian state, where 
the press is not free, the government uses 
the press as an instrument of state. Thus 
the press prints nothing that is not favor­ 
able and advantageous to the state. 
Under a democracy such as ours, there 
exists a free flow of reporting and opin­ 
ion — a normal, productive adversary 
relationship between government and the 
press. 
If the press reported only what is ad­ 
vantageous to the government, where lies 
the protection against exploitation of the 
people by the government? 
And yet, unhappily, a growing percen­ 
tage of our citizens and especially of our 
youth appears to be favoring restrictions 
upon freedom of expression by the m e­ 
dia. 


WASHINGTON — In a conversation 
which, with others. I recently had with 
Daniel Ellsberg, the man who gave the 
Pentagon Papers to the press, he made 
some 
revealingly 
inconsistent 
state­ 
ments. 
. They go to the heart of whether Ells­ 
berg should be seen as a public hero or a' 
public menace. 
The issue here is not whether the print­ 
ing of the Pentagon Papers damaged the 
national interest. The Supreme Court 


said it didn’t. 
m e issue is whether Ellsberg’s act in 
distributing 
secret 
government 
docu­ 
ments hasn't undermined the ability of 
the government to protect successfully 
any sensitive secret information, military 
or diplomatic, the prem ature publication 
of which would be grievously harmful. 
HERE IS WHAT Ellsberg said: 
He told us he felt he was acting in the 
public interest in turning loose the highly 
classified papers; that this was “ an act 
of conscience” which compelled him to 
do so. 
In the next b r e a t h he told us that 
classification of many government docu­ 
ments is essential, that there are govern­ 
ment secrets whose exposure would be 
damaging, and that the system to protect 
those secrets must be made to work. 
Right. But how can crucial secret infor­ 
mation be secure .if those who are re­ 
quired by law and are pledged by honor 
to keep it secure are to be considered 
free to violate it at will if their con­ 
science tells them to do so? 
WILLIAM McCOMBER, deputy under 
secretary of state, put it this way on an 
NBC program: 
“The government really can’t run if we 
are going to-allow a situation where a 
disaffected employee can go out of the 
government, grabbing as much highly

WASHINGTON — Summertime, and 
the living is easy. Fish are jumping, 
though not very high, from the waters of 
the Potomac, our national river, George 
Washington’s pride, proposed time after 
time as a demonstration project to show 
the rest of the country what an enlight­ 
ened c i t i z e n r y can do to clean up a 
stream once they decide it is worth the 
effort. 


Day after day, while the heat curls into 
the 90s, people from the inner reaches of 
the capital make their way to the river- 
bank and throw in a line. Along the 
Georgetown Channel, in West Potomac 
Park and down to Hains Point, where the 
overnight bay boats to Norfolk used to 
pass, the embankment is thick with an­ 
glers.

classified material as he can, run over 
and start xeroxing it and then peddling it 
to as many papers as possible.” 
How can Ellsberg successfully contend 
that it was open to him to decide to 
release secret government documents,, 
but that the system of protecting govern­ 
ment secrets must be made effective so 
as to prevent other employees from doing 
the same? 
IT ISN’T HARD to perceive grave con­ 
sequences. 
Suppose a disaffected U.S. delegate to 
the SALT talks decides American offi­ 
cials are selling out the security of the 
nation and his conscience tells him to 
publicize conference secrets? The SALT 
talks would blow up. 
Suppose a disaffected employee with 
access to secret information on the Arab- 
Israeli negotiations doesn’t like what is 
happening and his conscience tells him to 
break secrecy? All prospects of peace in 
the Middle East would blow up. 
Ellsberg has set a perilous precedent 
and the courts will have to decide wheth­ 
er or not he is guilty of a crime against 
the state. 
LET'S TURN this thing around for a 
moment and look at the reverse side of 
the coin: that is, the prospect of secret 
documents held by the press being pur­ 
loined and given to the government. 
I think Congress was right in not citing 
CBS for contempt for refusing to yield its 
unused tapes in the controversial “ Sell­ 
ing of the Pentagon.” But how can Presi­ 
dent Frank Stanton feel very secure in 
light of the Ellsberg precedent? 
Is there not likely to be a disaffected 
employee in CBS who will deem it in the 
public interest to steal the unused tapes 
and turn them over to Congressman H ar­ 
ley Staggers — of course, as an “ act of 
conscience” ? 


monella, hepatitis and typhoid with their 
proteins. 


The Potomac begins at a spring on 
Backbone Mountain, where the western 
most toe of Maryland juts down into West 
V i r g i n i a . If the spring were a few 
hundred yards father west, it would flow 
eventually into the Mississippi, rather 
than the Chesapeake Bay. Up there you 
can step across the Potomac, and it is 
cold and drinkable. 


On its way to sea level it is fouled by 
acid runoff from coal mines; by waste 
splashing out of the pulp plant at Luke, 
W. Va.; by further industrial waste at 
Cumberland, and by sewage from a se­ 
ries of small c i t i e s . Still, by modern 
standards in the East, it arrives in the 
Washington area a relatively clean river. 


Here, despite the absence of heavy 
industry, it is so filthy it joins the dishon­ 
or roll of famous American polluted riv­ 
ers — the Hudson at New York, the 
Patapsco at Baltimore, the Schuylkill at 
Philadelphia, the Cuyahoga at Cleveland, 
the Ohio, the Allegheny, the Delaware, 
the Savannah, the Merrimack — the list 
is long. Some communities have become 
concerned enough to partly resuscitate 
their rivers, so that now, industry or not, 
they are cleaner than the nonindustrial 
Potomac. 


WHAT POLLUTES the Potomac is raw 
sewage. Twenty miles upstream from the 
capital, a Georgetown University micro­ 
biologist found it carried focal coliform 
bacteria at 20 times the rate considered 
safe for water recreation. That sounds 
bad, but then the measurement was tak­ 
en near a suburban sewer discharge 
point. Here at the city, at Cabin John 
Bridge, the count was 200 times the safe 
level. To risk salmonella infection, you 
don’t have to drink it or eat fish caught 
in it — all you have to do is stick your 
finger in it. 
The 
booming 
suburban 
population, 
combined with the district’s holding at a 
steadier level, produced more sewage 
than existing facilities can treat. 
Some 16 million gallons of untreated 
sewage flows into the river at one point 
in wealthy Georgetown. More comes in 
via Rock ( reek, emptying a few yards 
above the ultraexpensive Watergate en­ 
clave o c c u p i e d by John and Martha 
Mitchell and others of their exalted ilk, 
and a few hundred yards more from the 
new Kennedy Center for the Performing 
Arts. The shore there is a particular 
favorite spot for fisherman. 


ALL THE OFFICIALS know about it. 
They have been talking for years about 
crash projects for new treatment plants. 
They agree on posting signs warning 
citizens against even getting close to the 
water. But they cannot agree on who 
should pay for the cleanup. It is the same 
story heard in nearly 50 states, of one 
locality accusing the other and vice ver­ 
sa, only here it is compounded by the 
involvement of two states and one federal 
district. 
Not long ago “ state’s rights” was a 
euphemism used to protect a state's or 
community’s 
right 
to 
discriminate 
against black Americans. Now it is sel­ 
dom heard of, but it is still exercised — 
as an excuse for continuing to pollute 
each other’s water and air without the 
parallel responsibility of paying for it. In 
fact, of course, it amounts to seif-poison- 
ing, and it is as good an argument as any 
against the idea of revenue sharing — the 
idea of sending federally collected reve­ 
nues back to the localities for them to sit 
on while arguing and still fouling their 
own nests.

To Angel Island 
Building Fires

SAN FRANCISCO - Bay Area 
smog o f f i c i a l s have given 
reluctant approval to another 
variance to burn old buildings 
on Angel Island, but warned it 
will be the last such perm it. 
The state Department of Parks 
and Recreation has had repeated 
variances since 1964 from the Bay 
Area .Air Pollution Control Dis­ 
trict to burn obsolete structures 
on the island park. The alterna­ 
tive would be to barge demolition 
debris to the mainland, far more 
expensive than burning under 
tight meteorological conditions. 
The district’s hearing board, 
with a new membership this year 
refused on Tuesday to go along 
with a routine one-year extension 
of the variance.

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Visiting Africans Feted 
At Marin Couple's Home 
Marin

Last night the Pan African 
track officials and athletes who 
have been touring the United 
States since July 7 made their 
first visit to an American home. 
A party was given honoring 
six of Africa’s top track stars, 
their escorts and interpreters at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Busterud in San Rafael. 
The Volunteer Bureau of Ma­ 
rin County and the Internation­ 
al Hospitality Center in San 
Francisco sponsored the party, 
and it was coordinated by Mrs. 
Arnold Bertolli of San Rafael, 
who had less than a week’s 
notice to make the arrange­ 
ments, which included finding a 
location and persons willing to 
donate food and wine. 
AS EACH of the 60 guests 
arrived he was given a name 
tag, which also told what lan­ 
guage he spoke. Guests were 
shown to the Busteruds’ garden 
where fruit punch, non-alcohol­ 
ic since some of the athletes 
are Moslems; sherry and hors 
d ’eouvres, which included meat 
to dip in pilli pilli sauce, an 
African dish, were served. 
The 
guests of honor were 
introduced and welcomed by 
John Busterud and, completing 
the formalities, Professor Mo­ 
hammed Nur of Somali. Di­ 
rector G eneral of N ational 
Sports for the African nation, 
gave thanks on behalf of the 
athletes for the first invitation 
to a private home in the United 
States. The professor spoke in 
Italian and his remarks were 
translated by his escort, Joseph 
Gresanzio of the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of State. 
Guests then formed semicir­ 
cle and introduced themselves 
to the visitors. 


“ We wanted everything to be 
as informal as possible,” ex­ 
plained Louise Bertolli, “so we 
could say, ‘please accept us as 
Americans as we accept and 
welcome you as Africans.’ ” 
All of the non-English speak­ 
ing guests spoke either Italian 
or Amharic, the native lan­ 
guage of Ethiopia. Italian was 
spoken by some of the Ameri­ 
cans of Italian descent and by 
the residents of Somali, which 
was colonized by the Italians. 


A SMALL group, unable to 
c o m m u n i c a t e v e r b a l l y , 
gathered around a ping pong 
table and started a game of 
what one of the English-speak­ 
ing guests referred to as the 
international ice breaker. 
Next dinner was announced 
in English, Italian, Amharic, 
Somali and Swahili. Most of the 
food for the buffet was donated 
by Alfred Lovi, who owns a 
delicatessen in a G reen b rae 
market, and some came from 
the Marinites interested in ex­ 
tending hospitality to the ath­ 
letes. 
Dinner included African kima 
and rice and lasagne, which, 
according to Professor Nur, is 
very popular in Somali. Also 
served was mi nt tea, used 
extensively in Africa. 
Following dinner a four piece 
combo played co n tem p o rary 
music, and classical music was 
played by Mike Pelfini of San 
Rafael on the piano and Paul 
Bertolli, also of San Rafael, on 
the guitar. 


LATER IN the evening many 
of the guests walked down the 
street to Forest M e a d o w s , 
where the athletes had their 
first glimpse of American thea­ 
ter as they watched the Marin

The African athletes’ activi­ 
ties since arriving in this coun­ 
try have included a week in 
Washington, D.C., three days in 
Durham, N.C., where they par­ 
ticipated in a track meet, a 
meeting in San Mateo and a 
tour of San Francisco, where 
they will be staying until Mon­ 
day. They will visit Chicago 
and New York before returning 
to Africa July 31. 


All long distance runners and 
high jumpers, the athletes who 
were honored at the party are 
Charles Asati and Nestali Bon, 
both of Kenya; John Charles 
Akii-Buwa of Uganda; Wahib 
Masresha and Yohannes Mu- 
hamed, both of Ethiopia; and 
Abdullah Nur Wasughe of So­ 
mali. Escort-interpreter for the 
E thiopians, Ato M ulegeta, a 
student at Howard University 
in Washington, D.C., also at­ 
tended. 


Guests included many neigh­

Institute are Jack Crickmore, 
Berkeley

counselor, and 
Douglas Dar- 
nall, of Lafayette, who is work­ 
ing on his d o c t o r a t e in 
counselling. The institute was 
founded six months ago and it 
is the hope of Crickmore that 
sim ilar workshops will be start­ 
ed throughout the country. 
Mrs. Ruth Maclver of Mill 
Valley, is assistant director. A 
divorcee, with four children, 
Mrs. Maclver became interest­ 
ed in the institute when she 
attended a workshop several 
months ago. Now she handles 
registrations,

A light sprinkling of lem­ 
on or orange juice or ascorbic 
acid powder will keep sliced 
peaches from turning dark; so 
does honey.

Stings 'Bug' 


Many, Even 


Cause Death 


Scores of different insects 
and other pests “ bug” our daily 
life but d u r i n g the summer 
months, 
the outdoorsman is 
particularly 
vulnerable 
to 
them. Nature’s many creeping, 
crawling and flying creatures 
can deliver painful and some­ 
times deadly stings or bites and 
also transmit disease, accord­ 
ing to the California Medical 
Association. 
Bees, wasps, ticks, chiggers 
and flies are usually the worst 
pesterers of farmers, fisher­ 
men, hunters and picknickers 
but — in certain areas — scor­ 
pions and poisonous spiders are 
also a problem. 
If a honey bee stings you, you 
must take prompt action in or­ 
der to minimize the pain. Once 
a bee stings, the barbed stinger 
and the venom-filled sac re­ 
main attached to your skin. 
Even t h o u g h you 
have 
brushed the bee aside, you have 
not disposed of the threat. The 
sac will continue to pump ven­ 
om. Carefully examine the site 
of the sting with a knife or your 
fingernail, and scrape the sting­ 
er off immediately. Do not try 
to grasp the stinger with your 
fingers, as you are likely to 
squeeze more venom into your 
s k i n . For first aid, apply a 
paste of baking soda and water 
to the area of the sting. The 
area may also be coated with 
an analgesic cream which will 
reduce pain and relieve itching. 
Hornets, 
yellow 
jackets, 
wasps and bumblebees do not 
leave their venom sacs when 
they sting. Consequently, they 
may s t i n g more than once. 
These 
stings 
bring redness, 
pain and itching. If you are 
stung many times, enough ven­ 
om can be absored to make you 
quite ill. If that happens, you 
need medical treatment.

Botulism Threat 
Cited In Canning 


Each year a number of cases 
of botulism, the most lethal 
form of food poisoning, occur. 
Sadly, this danger lurks in an 
old and h o n o r e d American 
practice — “ Putting up” our 
own fresh fruits and vegetables 
— home canning, “like Grand­ 
ma used to do”. 
The problem of botulism is 
prevented in commercial can­ 
ning by use of equipment pro­ 
ducing a c o m b i n a t i o n of 
temperature and pressure cap­ 
able of killing the spores so 
they cannot grow into bacteria 
to produce their toxin. Howev­ 
er. since the botulmum bacteria 
can survive 20 hours of boiling 
at normal sea-level pressures, 
simple home canning methods 
may not succeed in getting rid • 
of them and, during storage, 
there is plenty of time for the 
fatal toxin to be produced. 
Home canning can be carried 
out safely if certain procedures 
are carefully followed. These 
are fully described in the pam­ 
phlets “Home C a n n i n g of 
Fruits” and “Home Canning of 
Vegetables” which are avail­ 
able through University of Cali­ 
fornia Agricultural Extension 
Service in Berkeley.

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Astronauts Ponder 
Moon Landing Site 


CAPE 
KENNEDY OJPI>- 
Apollo 15 astronauts David R. 
Scott and James B. Irwin plan 
to camp for three days in a 
moon basin cut by a winding 
canyon and flanked by battered 
mountains. 
“ I expect it to be very, very 
impressive,” Scott said. “ To be 
in an area where you can look 
in one direction and see 15,000 
feet of mountain and in another 
direction a canyon almost a 
mile across and a thousand 
feep deep, t h a t ’ s got to be 
something.” 
It is probably some of the 
most rugged terrain—or lurain 
as Scott calls it—men will ever 
explore on the moon. 
The touchdown site itself, on 
the fringe of what is called the 
Marsh of Decay, is relatively 
s m o o t h as seen from photo­ 
graphs taken by moon satel­ 
lites. It resembles the cratered 
flatlands cisited by the Apollo 
11 and 12 astronauts in 1969. 
But two miles to the south is 
the base of the 12.000 feet high 
Apennine Front. Mount Hadley, 
one of the tallest peaks on the 
moon, rises 15,000 feet seven 
miles to the northeast. And the 
canyon, called Hadley Rille. is 
about a half mile to the west. 
The Apennines, named after 
a mountain range in Italy, rise 
higher above the basin floor 
than the towering east face of 
the Sierra Nevadas in Califor­ 
nia or the Great Himalayan 
Front that juts above the plains 
of India. 
Hadley Rille, like Mount Had­ 
ley and several craters in the 
area, was named after John 
Hadley, an 18th century British 
scientist who improved the re­ 
flector telescope design and in­ 
vented an a n c e s t o r of the 
mariner’s sextant. 
The canyon, representative of 
several puzzling rilles on the 
moon, is similar in size to the 
Rio Grande Gorge near Taos, 
N.M., which Scott and Irwin 
have v i s i t e d .

Assessment Rate Hike: Auditor 
Lists Tax Windfall By Agency 


it this year’s tax rates re­ 
main the same as last year in 
all taxing agencies in Marin, 
the county property owners will 
he charged, with almost $5.4 
million in additional taxes, 
County Auditor-Controller Mi­ 
chael Mitchell disclosed today. 
The same tax rate will 
produce more revenue this year 
because state law requires the 
county assessor, to assess prop­ 
erty at 25 per cent instead of 25 
per cent of full market value. 
An 8.7 per cent increase in 
tax levy will be an automatic 
windfall that will accrue to 
each taxing agency which 
keeps the same tax rate as last 
year. Only if all taxing agencies 
lower the tax rates will the tax 
impact be the same as last 
year. 
The 75 independent taxing 
entities in Marin must set their 
tax rates on or before Aug. 31. 
They will get automatic wind­ 
falls if they leave their tax 
rates unchanged. 
“ If the vast majority of tax­ 
ing entities do not reduce their 
tax rates, 1 would predict that 
the taxpayers of Marin County 
will be facing the most astro­ 
nomical increase in taxes which 
they have ever experienced,’’ 
warned Mitchell. 
Here is the windfall each city 
would get if it retained last 
year’s tax rate:

Bel Marin 
Opts For 
Lagoon Lock 


Bel Marin Keys Community 
Services District last night opt­ 
ed for a new and less expensive 
method of controlling silting in 
the lagoon and set up a work 
t i m e t a b 1 e for the $300,000 
project. • 
The original proposal to in­ 
stall a navigation gate in Nova­ 
to Creek channel flanked by 
flood gates for $610,000 was 
turned down by directors be­ 
cause of the high cost and the 
numerous 
local 
and 
county 
a g e n c i e s that would be in­ 
volved, Director James Zoeller 
reported. 
Instead, 
the 
board unani­ 
mously accepted an alternative 
method from engineers John A. 
Blume and Associates of San 
Francisco that, essentially, will 
provide a tide control lock at 
the mouth of the lagoon. 
The corrective project will 
halt silting at Bel Marin Keys, 
a residential community sur­ 
rounding the lagoon and popu­ 
lated by boat owners whose 
leisure time activity is centered 
on the water. The lagoon con­ 
tinually is silting and is shallow 
in places in spite of dredging in 
1969. 
For several years, the district 
has set funds aside in a dredg­ 
ing fund — now at $105,000 — 
hut Zoeller said d i r e c t o r s 
agreed that a long-term bond 
issue would be the best method 
of financing. 
A special election will be 
called as soon as possible to get 
the necessary voter approval to 
fund the project, Zoeller said. 
The breakdown of the work 
was approved in a three-step 
resolution of intent: 
To dredge a navigable-depth 
channel at least 30 feet wide 
and with a depth of minus six 
feet below mean low’ water on 
Novato Creek after implement­ 
ing a joint powers agreement 
with Marin County Flood Con­ 
trol District to obtain a suitable 
disposal site. 
To provide a tide control lock 
at the mouth of the lagoon to be 
designed by Blume and Asso­ 
ciates. 
After construction of the lock 
is completed, dredge the lagoon 
to navigable depths. 
In addition, the board will 
ask engineers to provide a long- 
range plan to cover dredging 
and lock operation.

Guard Death Is 
First Such Type 


San Quentin Prison guards on 
“ babysitting” duty to protect 
“ hot” inmates never met with 
violence before Officer Leo G. 
Davis was stabbed to death 
Wednesday. Associate Warden 
James W. L. Park declared to­ 
day. 


• Any resulting changes in pris­ 
on guard routine will he an­ 
nounced first to the prison staff 
before being made public b> 
Warden Louis Nelson, Park 
added. 


The deadly fray was still uh 
der investigation today by pris­ 
on officials and representatives 
of 
prison employee associa­ 
tions. 
Marin C o u n t y Dist. Atty. 
Bruce B. Bales said today the 
case had not yet been turned 
over to his office for prepara­ 
tion of any charges. Bales said 
he had asked the state Criminal 
Investigation and Identification 
office in Sacramento to assist 
prison officials on the case. 
Park said, “ We still have five 
or iox inmates locked up; we re 
looking hard at three” in con­ 
nection with the slaying of Da­ 
ns in an apparent attempt to 
get at the inmate he was guard­ 
ing in a prison hospital cell. 
The intended target, Herman 
Earl Johnson, 25, had been 
moved into a more secure cell 
nicknamed the “ green room,’ 
normally reserved for ailing 
Death Row inmates. There, 
Johnson was being “ babysat by 
two guards,” Park said today. 
The high-seeurity cell was emp­ 
ty at the time Davis was killed, 
Park confirmed. 
The associate warden said 
guards routinely watched over 
or as they called it, “ baby­ 
sat” — inmates assaulted by 
unknown attackers in the hospi­ 
tal s e c t i o n rather than the 


“ green room.” “ To my knowl­ 
edge, there never has been an 
incident remotely like this, 
Park said. 
Park said Johnson “ had noth­ 
ing to do with the S o 1 e d a d 
Brothers.” Johnson, a former 
inmate of Soledad Prison, had 
been scheduled to be a witness 
in a trial of other inmates ac­ 
cused of killing Soledad guard 
William G. Shull a year ago 
today. The case, however, was 
“ thrown out of court because of 
perjury by witnesses,” Park 
said, and Johnson apparently 
never took the witness stand. 


Warden Nelson told a press 
conference yesterday that al­ 
though “ we were kind of hold 
ing our breath” after realizing 
that. Johnson was marked for 
attack only routine protection 
procedures were used after he 
was stabbed Monday. 
Davis’s death resulted in a 
massive search tor weapons in 
two main cellblocks at the pris­ 
on and in one section of “ Con 
demned Row.” Park revealed 
today that the search turned up 
“ three prison-made ‘shanks' in 
the row” but only one in the 
North and East cellblocks. 
“ We’re taking a look at how 
the weapons got to the row, 
Park s a i d . He added that 
guards carted off a dump truck 
load of contraband “ junk” from 
the main cellblocks after the 
search, and that the block's in­ 
mates staged “ a sort of a sit 
down protest” after lunch yes 
t e r d a y when they saw the 
search being made. No trouble 
resulted. Park said, and after 
the search was completed the 
men went quietly into their 
cells for lock-up, he said. Fu 
neral for the slain guard, Da­ 
vis, was to be held in Richmond 
this afternoon.

Leukemia, Solid Cancers Found 
Among Atomic Bomb Survivors 


Since 1945 the Atomic Bom b C asu alty C om ­ 
m ission has studied the health of survivors of 
the H iroshim a and N agasaki bom bings. These 
investigators are p articularly interested in 
the incidence of leukem ia and solid cancers 
am ong A-bomb survivors as co m p ared with 
the national rate of Ja p an . 
\ RECENT REPORT concerned 20.609 p e r­ 
sons who w ere less than 10 y e a rs old at the 
tim e of the bombings. Of these. 1.109 w ere 
within a mile of the explosion. T hey w ere 
designated as high dose surviv­ 
ors because they could have 
received 100 rays or m ore of 
radiation. Some w ere in con­ 
crete shelters, crowded street 
cars or other physical stru c­ 
tures and shielded, to som e ex­ 
tent. from direct radiation. But 
they w ere in an area w here the 
a ir dose was high. The rest of 
the children were outside of this 
circle or “ not in city" a t the 
tim e 
but 
returned afte r the 
bombing. 
The 
oldest of 
the 
group is now 35 y ears old. 
F ro m 1950 to 1960. leukem ias 
outnum bered other cancers, but 
after 1965 the situation w as re ­ 
versed. F rom 1955 to 1969, there 
w ere eight deaths from leuke­ 
m ia and eight from solid tu­ 
m ors a r n o n ^ the h'gh dose 
croup. In addition, there were 
five carcinom as of the thyroid 
and six other cancers not re ­ 
ported on the death certificate. 
Thi- m akes a total of 19 m alig ­ 
nancies and 8 leukem ias am ong 
1.109 children exposed to high 
radiation. This is a higher rate 
than m ight be expected am ong 
Ja p an e se in general. 
BY CONTRAST, 18 cancers 
occurred am ong the 5,010 p e r­ 
sons who were not in the city 
also abnorm ally high . In addi­ 
tion. there were only 24 cancers 
am ong the 14,398 people who 
w ere outside the mile-radius 
circle when the bomb exploded. 
Tim e will tell what happens 
in the future. Reports of these 
types always stress the n e g a ­ 
tive side. Among 1.109 persons 
there w ere eight cases of leuke­ 
mia and 19 m alignant tum ors. 
No cancers developed am ong 
; .(>82 even thought they w ere 
within a ‘mile of the explosion.

Firemen To Hold

KARACHI, Pakistan (U P D - 
According to one draft constitu­ 
tion circulating among ranking 
officials in West Pakistan, the 
nation appears to be a little 
closer to democracy than when 
the army mounted its campaign 
to regain federal control of re­ 
bellious East Pakistan. 
The draft is one of several 
that have grown out of Presi­ 
dent Agha Mohammed Yahya 
Khan’s announcement June 28 
of a plan to transfer power to 
elected 
representatives. 
The 
plan c a l l e d for Yahya to 
present to the National Assem­ 
bly within about four months a 
consitution drafted by a “Com­ 
mittee of Experts” guided by 
him. 
D e t a i l s of the draft were 
made available by a source 
close to ranking military fig­ 
ures who are considered likely 
to play a major role in approv­ 
al of the final document. 
It would call for a unicameral 
legislature easily adopted from 
the National Assembly elected 
last December for the purpose 
of drafting a constitution. 
In addition, there would be a 
“ Supreme 
Executive” 
con­ 
sisting of military leaders along 
with members of the assembly 
that would have power to over­ 
rule the legislature. Included in 
its powers would be the ability 
to dissolve the legislature with­ 
out abrogating the Constitution. 


If such a draft were adopted, 
it would leave the military 
backers of Yahya as firmly in 
control of the nation’s destiny 
as they are now. It could go 
part way toward 
mollifying 
West Pakistani political inter­ 
ests, who would be the dominat­ 
ing force in the N a t i o n a l 
Assembly. 
Such a consitution, however, 
probably would not go far to­ 
ward 
satisfying 
aid-donating 
nations that have been holding 
back on further commitments 
until it becomes clear what po­ 
litical steps the Yahya govern­ 
ment has in mind. But some 
observers feel that this may 
make no difference even though 
Pakistan depends heavily on 
aid. 


“ Their image in the rest of 
the world is perhaps not too 
dominant a factor,” said one 
foreign diplomatic source. “The 
lid’s on here.” 


There have been few indica­ 
tions that the lid may be loosen­ 
ing. The membership of the 
constitution-drafting “commit­ 
tee” and any progress it is 
making have been kept a tight­ 
ly guarded secret. 
* 
Yahya’s speech said that a 
list would be issued of National 
Assembly members from East 
Pakistan who would not be al­ 
lowed to attend because of par­ 
ticipation 
in 
“anti-state 
activities” and that there would 
be by-elections to select re­ 
placements for them. So far the 
list has not appeared and there 
has been no word on the elec-1 
tions. 
In West Pakistan within the 
last few weeks police have be­ 
gun rounding up political activ­ 
ists in Sind Province who might 
make similar cries for autono­ 
my as were heard in East Paki­ 
stan b e f o r e the March 25 
outbreak of civil war there. 
There also are indications 
that 
the 
Yahya 
government 
may be facing the prospect of 
losing much of its foreign aid. 
The government out back im­ 
ports sharply and declared a 
unilateral 
six-month 
morato­ 
rium on repayment of foreign 
aid debts. It has expanded im-

ports of textile products it for­ 
merly sold in East Pakistan in 
a bid to earn more foreign ex­ 
change. 
Last month the Pakistan gov­ 
ernment 
published 
figures 
showing it held $214 million 
worth of foreign exchange re­ 
serves, a $44 million increase 
over the February figure 
How long the situation will 
continue is a m atter of argu­ 
ment. Some economic sources 
believe it could go on indefinite­ 
ly 
unless 
the 
government 
makes major purchases of so­ 
phisticated military hardware. 
Others point out that the tex­ 
tiles Pakistan is now exporting 
to new markets in the Middle 
East are below world standard 
in quality and likely are a one- 
shot deal. They point out fur­ 
ther that East P a k i s t a n 
produced 45 per cent of the 
nation’s foreign exchange and 
that the economy there is still 
crippled. 
Despite belt-tightening by the 
government 
and 
continued 
growth of West Pakistan's econ­ 
omy there are indications that 
Pakistani officials are anxious­ 
ly concerned about the future of 
foreign aid. particularly from 
the United States. 


White House foreign policy 
adviser Henry Kissinger appar­ 
ently had nothing to say about 
future U.S. aid projects when 
he met with Yahya and other 
leaders in Islamabad early this 
month—just before his secret 
trip to Peking. 


The U.S. government has an­ 
nounced it will go ahead with a 
request for an appropriation of 
$120 million for aid to Pakistan 
this fiscal year. But American 
officials have indicated it will 
be pegged to a r e q u e s t for 
changes in Pakistan’s develop­ 
ment scheme, taking into ac­ 
count the East P a k i s t a n 
situation.

IN GOLF LEAD 
Palmer Of Old 
Thrills His Army 


HARRISON, N.Y. (UPI) - It 
did Arnold Palm er good to get 
aw ay from the com petitive 
grind of the pro goif circuit, 
and Lee Trevino can’t wait to 
tr\ the same thing. 


Palmer, who took a two-week 
vacation from the circuit after 
the Canadian open early this 
month, returned to the “ w ar” 
Thursday like the Arnold Palm ­ 
er of old as he fired an eight 
under-par 64 to take the first 
round lead in the $250,000 West­ 
chester classic. 


The 41-year-old Palmer, once 
the kingpin of pro golf, played a 
flawless round over the 6,700- 
yard, part-72 Westchester Coun­ 
try Club course as he carded 
eight birdies and not a single 
bogey to the delight of his 
f a m e d 
“ a r m y , ” 
w h i c h 
screamed and applauded ec­ 
statically on virtually every 
shot. 
It was the best round of golf 
Palm er has achieved since the 
g re a te r Greensboro open in 
April of last year when he also 
fired u 64, and it gave him a 
one-stroke lead over L arry 
Wood, a virtual unknown from 
Boone, N.C.. who is in only his 
second year on the tour. 
“ That two-week layoff defi­ 
nitely helped me in a lot of 
ways,” said Palmer. “ It was 
what I really needed to do. I 
should have done it earlier. I 
kept pushing myself this spring 
and I shouldn’t have done it. I 
just can’t play five, six or seven 
weeks in a row like I used to.” 
Palmer, whose putting had 
given him trouble since early in 
the year, got his touch back on 
the greens as he needed only 27 
putts to complete his round. He 
had nine one-putt greens, in­ 
cluding birdie putts of 22, 18 
and 15 feet. More significant, 
however, was the way he at­ 
tacked the course. It was just 
like old times as he hit 16 
greens in regulation. 
“ I have confidence in my 
putting again,” Palmer admit­ 
ted. “That made me feel good. 
I had been getting down on 
myself because I was putting so 
poorly. Developing confidence 
in my putting has brought the 
old desire back.” 
It was a completely different 
story for Trevino, however. The 
U.S. and British open champion 
just couldn't get his game to­ 


gether and he struggled in with 
a lackluster 71. Trevino record­ 
ed an eagle on the 500-yard, 
par-5 12th hole but had three 
three-putt greens and blamed 
lack of concentration for his 
poor performance. 


“I’m hitting the ball good, but 
I'm not thinking properly,” said 
Trevino. “ Things are starting 
to get on my nerves a little bit. 
I realize this is the price one 
pays for being on top, but 1 
can’t get a minute by myself 
since I've been here. It’s start­ 
ing to bug me. 


i think I’m playing a little 
too much. This is my 13th 
tournament in a row and I plan 
to take two weeks off after next 
week. I can’t concentrate. I’m 
doing things on the course my 
wife wouldn’t do, and she’s a 
12-handicapper. ’ 


Jack Nicklaus, co-favorite 
with Trevino in the tournament, 
also had a lot of problems in his 
opening round. Big Jack, both­ 
ered by some sort of allergy 
which casued him to have trou­ 
ble seeing, needed five birdies 
on the last seven holes to finish 
at even par 72. 


“ I had a funny round. 1 was 
making mistakes one after an­ 
other.” said Nicklaus. “ I had a 
little allergy problem , some 
trouble with my eyes, and I had 
trouble focusing. But once I 
knocked in a few birdies I 
stopped w orrying about my 
eyes. I never had the problem 
before.” 
The most surprising round of 
the day was turned in by wood, 
a 32-year-old graduate of South­ 
ern Illinois who only started 
playing regularly on the tour 
last year. His round of 65 was 
the lowest he has ever achieved 
on the circuit. 
“ I missed the cut last year on 
this course and I never have 
played well here,” said Wood. 
“ I like it pretty good now. I feel 
I played a real solid round and 
I feel I can play just as good 
every day.” 
There were 58 golfers of the 
150 who teed off who broke par 
on the first day. Defending 
champion Bruce Crampton and 
veteran Ken still were one 
stroke behind Wood at 66 and 
Gibby Gilbert was alone in fifth 
place with 67. Ron Cerrudo of 
Napa shot a 69.

PITTSBURGH — It was here in Pittsburgh 
that Steve Stone won his first major league gam e 
April 23. And it was here in Pittsburgh that the 
rookie righthander was sent to Phoenix last Tues­ 
day. 


Such emotional moments of 
elation and depression are iron- 
ical extremes in the life of a 24- 
year-old pitcher with a unique 
problem Yes, Stone's problem 
is unique. He throws strikes 
that are too good. It didn't take 
enemy major league batters 
long to discover this. They also 
were quick to notice that Stone 
was the kind of gentlemanly 
pitcher who didn't knock bat- 
ter> down So they dug in at the 
plate for lusty swings. 


STONE FACED every Na­ 
tional League team, except Cin- 
cmatti. during the 106 innings 
he pitched in 19 starts and one 
relief. First time around, the 
young man out of Kent State 
enjoyed success. He was 4-2 in 
his first 10 starts. His first ma­ 
jor league win was a 2-0 shutout 
of the Pirates on five hits. 
“A one-time elation never to 
be experienced again," was the 
way Stone put it April 23 when 
the Giants made their first visit 
of the season to Pittsburgh. 


THAT INITIAL victory over 
the Pirates was followed with 
wins over Atlanta and Montreal 
and by the end of May Stone 
seemed to be on his way to a 
sensational season. But in June 
and July he was making his 
second 
appearances 
against 
batters. And they began to belt 
line drives off him. Between 
June 1 and July 18 stone made 
nine starts. He was the loser in 
eight of them. The hits finally 
mounted to 106, exactly the

number of innings pitched by- 
Stone. 
“ I’ve never previously had to 
tell a p i t c h e r not to throw 
strikes." said Charlie Fox. 
Did the m a n a g e r of the

said Fox. “ After all. strikes are 
the secret of pitching but they 
must s t r i p the plate in seg­ 
ments not split the middle to be 
effective. 
‘ ‘ S t o n e is going to be all 
right. He’ll be back with us. 
You can be sure of that. If we 
hadn't been pressed for an ex­ 
tra starter at the outset of the 
season, we could have left him 
at Phoenix for more experi­ 
ence. You must remember that 
this is just his third year in pro 
ball. And remember, too, that 
he did a very fine job for us 
during April and May." 
DURING HIS stay at Phoenix 
Stone will work on an off-speed 
changeup to go with his fast 
vail and curve. He also will try 
to develop some deception in 
his delivery, such as an occa­ 
sional double pump or some 
other distraction to disturb the 
timing of batters. At the mo­ 
ment there isn't any deception 
in Stone's motion. 
But he learns fast as indicat­ 
ed by his swift promotions from 
Class A ball at Fresno in 1969 to 
Class AA last year at Amarillo 
and finally to AAA competition 
at Phoenix in the closing weeks 
of the 1970 season.

Dividends Depend 
On Net Income

Q. I have been (old (hat 
regardless of (he price fluc­ 
tuations of a stock the divi­ 
dend rem ains secure. Is this 
true? — S.D. 
A Yes. under normal condi­ 
tions. 
Corporate 
profits 
are 


shared 
with 
stockholders 


through the payment of cash 
dividends. The amount is deter­ 
mined by net income and the 
individual corporation's policy 
of paying out a percentage of 
its net earnings. Some average 
as much as 75 per cent of earn­ 
ings: some pay no dividends. 
As long as net income is well 


maintained, 
the 
dividend 
is 


usually secure, regardless of 
daily price fluctuations. Howev­ 
er. if earnings slide, the price 
of the stock usually declines. 
And. when the gap narrows be­ 
tween net income and the divi­ 
dend payment, doubt arises as 
to the safety of the dividend. 
If the stock continues to trade 


lower, the yield n a t u r a l l y 
increases until the latter many 
times rises above the interest 
rate currently being paid on 
savings 
accounts 
and 
other 


fixed income vehicles. When a 
common stock is selling to yield 
S per cent versus an average ■ 
interest return of 412 per cent, 
it may be a signal that the 
market anticipates a cut. And, 
chances are a subsequent divi­ 
dend declaration will be lower 
or possibly the dividend may be 
eliminated completely. 


Q. I invested my life’s sav­ 
ings in National Securities Se­ 
ries Growth Fund. Since it is 
below my original purchase 
price, should I hold or sell ? I 
was thinking of adding $500 a 
vear for the next 5 years. — 
C D . 


A. As I have stated here on 


many occasions, one’s entire1 
savings should never be invest­ 
ed and certainly not in any one 
3rea. Not only are you concen­ 
trating risks, but you are not 
allowing any capital for person­ 
al use. emergency situations, 
etc.
